ENCOURAGING SUCCESS OF — 
PIONEER CORPS 


On Monday next, a new Army Recruiting Office for 
the third Auxiliary Pioneer Corps, which accepts 
refugees for military service, will be opened at 17, 
Duke's Road, Euston Road, London, W.C. The new 
office is situated behind St. Pancras Church. 

This important step will, it is hoped, greatly facilitate 
the recruiting of refugees for the Pioneer Corps, as it 
will be a proper Army Recruiting Office in the charge 
of a British recruiting officer. The old method of 
recruiting for this Corps at Bloomsbury House, it has 
been felt for some time, has not satisfactorily filled 


requirements. 

The military authorities are delighted with the success 
of the Refugee Pioneer Corps. Several companies are 
already working in France, where their efficiency ts so 
appreciated that commanding officers are competing for 
their services. 

Groups Can Keep Together 

Arrangements are being made at the new Recruiting 
Office so that if groups of refugees numbering not less 
than thirty-six desire to enlist together they will be 
kept together in the same section and will be able to 
work permanently together, as far as military exigencies 
permit. This should prove particularly attractive to 
groups who might feel loath to join up and be drafted 
into units where the other refugee members are perhaps 
of a different national origin or from different. parts 
of Central Europe. 

In addition to the very gratifying reports of the 
success of the Pioneer companies in France, there are 
many stories to illustrate how happily the men settle 
down to life in the Corps. Lord Reading, who is in 
command of the unit at Richborough and who has 
taken a leading part in the organisation of the whole 
Corps, has already established a tradition of personal 
consideration, which has gone a long way to securing 
the happiness of these troops. Wherever it is possible 
to arrange for friends to work together, this has been 
done. Only recently special arrangements were made 
so that a father and son who had joined up at different 
times were brought together in the same platoon. 


Kindness of Townsfolk 

The training units in England have created the finest 
impression among the local populations. Only recently, 
“somewhere in England,’ one of the Pioneer com- 
panies was invited to a special cinema performance. 
They marched to the theatre headed by the band of 
the Royal Engineers’ Battalion in co-operation with 
which they were working, and the Mayor of the town 
received these refugee soldiers in his robes of office, 
while the townsfolk turned out and greeted them 
enthusiastically. 

Everywhere in these training centres the refugee 
pioneers are receiving the utmost kindness from local 
residents, who are deeply touched at the practical 
gesture of gratitude to England which the refugee 
pioneers have shown by joining up. 

One of the most pleasant features of the Pioneer 
Corps is a mass of evidence which testifies to the happi- 
ness of these soldiers. Many of them joined up eager 
to show their gratitude to Britain, which had afforded 
them an asylum from the Nazi hell—but, with memories 
perhaps of Continental militarism, apprehensive con- 
cerning the life they would have to lead. After the 
first week, all doubts and fears disappeared, and more 


than one letter to relatives from refugees in the Coms |

THE NEW GERMAN 
“WHITE BOOK” FORGERIES

The German Press and wireless stations are again 
engaged in a vicious Campaign to shilt the responsibility 
for the war on to the Jews. At the moment the princt- 
pal target happens to.be American Jewry, and Nazi pro- 
paganda is making full use of the documents published 
in the new German White Book, alleged to have been 
found in the Polish Foreign Office in Warsaw. 

One of these mysterious documents is said to contain 
a dispatch of the Polish Ambassador in Washington, 
Count Potocki, dated January, 1939, in. which an 
encouraging picture of the Jewish propaganda in the 
United States against Germany was given to the Polish 
Foreign Office. Count Potocki is also alleged to have 
referred to the counter-activities of the Jews and their 
friends agairtst the anti-Semitic movement in the U.S.A. 
In the opinion of the Nazi Ministry of Propaganda the 
alleged dispatch of Count Potocki proves that the “domi- 
nating position” of the Jews im the U.S.A. and their 
anti-Nazi activities were utilised by Count Potocki to 
encourage the Polish Government to go to war with 
Germany in the hope that the American Jews would 
try their best to involve America in the war. 

In Continental Jewish circles the view is taken that 
the Potocki dispatch is a forgery. Even, however, if 
Count Potocki had expressed certain views to his Gov- 
ernment on the feelings of the Jews in America against 
Nazi Germany, the Jews were in no way responsible 
for it. In any case Poland and Great Britain have 
given no indication in their policy. that they desire to 
involve America in the war, with the help of the Jews. 
The pre-war Polish Government caused much resent- 
ment amongst the Jews in America by its anti-Jewish 
policy; and Great Britain has aroused widespread dis- 
satisfaction among American Jews by its White Paper 
Policy in Palestine. 


POLISH APPEAL ON MAY DAY 
Relief Council to be Set Up 


[From Our Special Correspondent) 


The new appeal for Polish Jewry is, | understand, 
to be launched on May 1. A mew body has been set up 
to deal with it. 

This body will be known as the Council for the Relief 
of Polish Jewry. On it there will be representatives 
of the Polish Jewish Relief Fund (probably three), the 
Ort-Ose (two), and the Board of Deputies (five). There 
will be an independent Chairman. 

It is not as yet clear whether this is likely to be a 
permanent body, but it is generally agreed that some 
‘organisation like the former Council for German Jewry 
is necessary. It is also desirable that all bodies collecting 
funds for Polish relief should have their activities 
co-ordinated, and collecting done through one main 
body. 

The new appeal—which will aim at getting £100,000-—— 
will be devoted to the relief of Polish refugees in the 
neutral and Allied countries.

A JEW-BAITER’S PLOT 


To Seize U.S. Government 


The fantastic impudence of. Fascist anti-Semites was 
well illustrated at a recent session of the Martin Dies 
Committee, which ts investigating un-American activities 
in the United States. 

Evidence before the Committee reveals that William 
Dudley Pelley, the notorious anti-Semite and leader of 
the American Silver Shirt Fascist organisation, had 
planned nothing less then to establish himself, by 
means of a “ putsch,” as “ King of America.” 

The plan, it appears, involved the overthrow of the 
United States Government by means of a march on 
Washington, 

Giving evidence, Congressman Dickstein declared that 
Pelley had established connections with a number of 
army ofhcers who, he believed, harboured Fascist senti- 
ments and who, he hoped, would support him in his 
plan to overthrow the Government and establish him- 
self as dictator. 

Pelley.” declared Mr. Dickstein, “is a Jew-oaiter 
and a self-styled American Fiihrer who has spread more 
hate than anyone else in this country. 

“ He aims to replace the present Government with 
one patterned after the Hitler regime. 

“ | charge him with being the motivating force behind 
the Fascistic desires on the part of army men like 
General Moseley to lead revolt.”

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HARRY BAUR AS RASPUTIN 
Thin Historical Ice 


There is some very slick skating over very thin political 
and historical ice in “La Tragédie Imperiale” (“A” Cert), 
which opens at the Embassy to-day. That is understandable, 
for the story is that of Rasputin, and a previous attempt to 
make a film of the life of this extraordinary figure had none 
too happy results. 

This time the characters of the assassination plot, for 
instance, are entirely fictitious. The anaemic orgies depicted 
have only a remote resemblance to the historical reality, 
while the Court intrigues and worse that surrounded “* Nicky ” 
and “Alex” are hardly even hinted at. The backgrounds 
and general production are excellent in their accuracy on 
the whole, but surely the symptoms and the general handling 
of the Tsarevich’s ailment are hardly correct for the malady 
he actually suffered from, which, by the way, wa’ in those 
days incurable. Nor was Rasputin ever called “ little father,” 
here an obvious mistranslation for “ old man “ or“ granddad.” 

But evidently the film has been made as a vehicle for 
Marry Baur’s acting, and as such it should be judged. Even 
in this regard it suffers from the disability that it is impossible 
to convey the highlights and deep shadows of a character 
supremely Russian in its extremes. Probably Harry Baur 
himself despaired of capturing all the titanic vitality of the 
man of whom it was almost true that he.“ could not be 
killed.” The dialogue is in French, with poorish English 
titling. 


RED INDIANS AGAIN! 
But They are Slower Now 


“Drums Along the Mohawk,” showing at the Gaumont, 
with an “A” cert., ts about 18th century pioneers in the 
Mohawk Valley and about Claudette Colbert as the young, 
town-bred wife of pioneer Henry Fonda. The picture takes 
a very long time to work up to its thrills. 

Red Indians, aided and abetted by the British, skulk round 
the corners and burn the homesteads of the Americans. 
but it is not until the story is three-quarters told that we 
really see action, with the Indians attacking a fort, bursting 
in and scattering the exhausted soldiers, women and 
children. That part is well done, but the Technicolor does 
not help as it should. It tends to give a blurred. picture 
postcard effect. 

On the whole, the character actors are better than the 
stars. There is an excellent characterisation of a puritan 
parson by Arthur Shields, and Edna May Oliver as a rough- 
diamond widow and Si Jenks as a diminutive soldier, supply 
the comic relief very adequately.

Dudley Pelley, the notorious anti-Semite and leader of 
the American Silver Shirt Fascist organisation, had 
planned nothing less then to establish himself, by 
means of a “ putsch,” as “ King of America.” 

The plan, it appears, involved the overthrow of the 
United States Government by means of a march on 
Washington. 

Giving evidence, Congressman Dickstein declared that 
Pelley had established connections with a number of 
army officers who, he believed, harboured Fascist senti- 
ments and who, he hoped, would support him in his 
plan to overthrow the Government and establish him- 
self as dictator. 

* Pelley.” declared Mr. Dickstein. “is a Jew-baiter 
and a self-styled American Fiihrer who has spread more 
hate than anyone else in this country. 

“ He aims to replace the present Government with 
one patterned after the Hitler regime. 

“ | charge him with being the motivating force behind 
the Fascistic desires on the part of army men like 
General Moseley to lead revolt.” 


NEW ALIENS ORDER 

A Home Office Order was issued on Wednesday night 
under which no alien of any nationality can continue 
to live in a protected area after next Monday week 
(April 15) without the written permission of the Home 
Secretary or the Chief Constable. If application to stay 
is made before that date by aliens who ordinarily lived 
there on March 29, they can remain pending the 
determination of their applications.

Communal Workers and Club

A further selection of photographs of Jews in the 
various branches of His Majesty's Forces is given this 
week. The growing list includes well-known communal 
workers, professional men, members of clubs, and sports- 
men, all now “ doing their bit” for their country. Many 
of them were Territorials before the war. One of the 
best known in this week's list is Dr. Bernard Homa, 
L.C.C., who is noted not only as a medical man in North 
London but as a social worker in many fields.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK _ 


MARCHING ON 


It is one of the tragedies of this war that a month 
which used to be hailed with expressions of delightful 
hope should now be clouded over by dread shapes of 
horrors to come. Wars, however, do not last for ever; 
and long after the present incessant tramp of soldiers 
marching to an unknown destiny shall have become 
faint echoes of a nightmare that was finally swallowed 
up by a golden dawn, the month of Nisan will remain 
as the harbinger of new life and radiant hope. To 
Israel's serried masses, especially, this month will always 
speak of past deliverance and at the same time hold out 
the grand assurance that it is the month designated by 
God to usher in the messianic millennium. That this 
glorious era be brought nearer is the task of each Jew; 
and the special Sabbath which ushers in Nisan contains 
several exhortations that must be heeded. 

What are these exhortations? First, as the name 
Ha’ Chodesh connotes, there must take place, from time 
to time, a renewal in our spiritual make-up, an accelera- 
tion of our religious life, and a recharging of mental 
batteries that have gone. Does not nature renew itself 
at this time of the year? Then why not man? Is it 
because evil forces hold murderous sway over the bodies 
ana minds of man in Central Europe? All the more 
reason why the spirit should triumph. The need for 
light is all the greater when darkness abounds. 

“ This month shall be unto you the beginning of 
months.” Not only to Israel does this Sabbath speak 
but also to the two great Allies who are fighting a 
world’s cause. This war will certainly inflict many 
hammering blows on the anvil of civilisation, but out 
of the sparks a new light of justice will be kindled. Is 
not the whole history of Israel proof of this assertion? 
Our ancestors were never allowed to vegetate in passivity 
in some sheltered seclusion far away from the world’s 
Stern arena. They were invaded and attacked, exiled 
and broken, hunted and haunted throughout the long 
and weary centuries. They clashed with great empires 
and resisted mighty civilisations. Our survival was 
achieved in the midst of a war-ridden and bitterly cruel 
world. Justice and truth are once again on the rack of 


. Nazi and Soviet torture-chambers, but the spirit of 


freedom which is Nisan will emerge triumphant when 
the shadows have fled. Liberty will always mark the 
beginning of a new era, not the end of all things. Note 
that the Shirah begins with the words “Az Yashir,” 
“then will he sing,” in the future. 

No other lesson could be more urgent. The world 
of the free and noble must renew its strength of hope 
in a Divine purpose, and must march on with bleeding 
feet to victory and peace. This special Sabbath reminds 
the world of the episode at the Red Sea, when doubt 
was silenced by the marching orders received by Moses 
from God. “ Wherefore criest thou unto Me? Speak 
unto the Children of Israel that they go forward.” As 
it was then, so it is new. There must be no going back 
after this war to me old life of selfishness and 
materialism. The vast changes which have already 
taken place in our normal life make one thing certain, 
and that is, that there will be no return after the war 
to the complacent life many of us led before the crisis 
came. It is not to be supposed that God who rules the 
destinies of the world has any interest in bringing about 
a return to those pre-war conditions, or that such a 
return would be in any sense a victory of the human 
spirit. Let one example suffice. Do you pine for a renewal 
of that callousness which allowed innocent human 
beings, hounded from hearth and land to sail the seven 
seas in cockle-shells of boats, only to be turned away 
at each shore with the doors loudly slammed before 
their out-stretched hands? No, we shall be happier 
when another spirit prevails, a spirit of co-operative 
fellowship, a realisation that the term Fatherhood of 
God means nothing unless the corollary thereof is true, 
namely, the Brotherhood of Man. 

This is the Jewish contribution to the discussion of our 
war aims and peace ideals. If there is to be a new 
festival of Freedom, this must be preceded by a period 
of spiritual renewal. Each Pesach must have its Parshat 
Ha’'Chodesh. In the brave, new world of our making 
religion must be translated into everyday action. It 
must radiate from the sanctuary and illumine the home, 
the street, and the market-place. The world from which 
we must march away is precisely the world of modern 
history, of practical achievements and exterior conquests, 
of rationalist prophets and unbridled acquisitiveness, 
the world of nationalist realms and imperialist politics, 
of vast technical apparatus and supreme disdain of the 
soul. Mankind must march on, must brave the roaring 
waters and cross to the other side of the Red Sea. This 
Sabbath reminds us of the new victories of the human 
spirit which are ours to achieve, and assures us that if 
human history has any meaning it is that we must march 
on not with fear but with hope. Not an easy hope that 
fails to see the darkness, but the true hope born of faith 
which looks through the darkness to the dawning of a 
new day when God shall be a loving Father over a great 
family of nations,

LISTS OF DONATIONS 


I am obliged to “ Covenantor, Liverpool,” for the oppor- 
tunity given me of further emphasising points in my letter. 
(1) The income tax included in the donation and credited 
to the covenantor does not come out of his pocket but is 
paid by the Government. (2) The covenantor can draw 
interest on the unpaid instalments during the unexpired 
period of the covenant, a source of income denied to the 
person who pays in full at once. (3) The covenant lapses 
with the death of the donor during the period covenanted 
(and 1 presume also in the event of his insolvency). Of 
the former contingency, instances are’ within my know- 
ledge, so that the Fund never receives the amount promised 
by, and acknowledged to, the covenantor. Therefore, I 
repeat my contention that the present method is both 
incorrect and unfair, and that the only straightforward 
course is to acknowledge only the annual amount, asterisked 
with a footnote giving the full explanation, as in the Liver- 
pool Civic Fund I quoted. Further, in some local lists, 
amounts promised (but not covenanted) over a period of 
years are acknowledged in full at once. This is still more 
undesirable. Writing from my own experience, I have 
found that promises so made have, in many instances, not 
been maintained after the second, and even the first, pay- 
ment.—-THe Rev. S. FrRamprTon, Redlands, Llandudno. 


JEWISH PEACE AIMS 


When the Peace Conference comes, it is of the utmost 
importance that the Statesmen assembled there should 
remember the terrible tragedy of Israel and should seek 
radical ways and means for its solution. This is indicated 
not merely by democracy’s fundamental ideals but also as a 
necessary step for its preservation. It must never be for- 
gotten that anti-Semitism has been the strongest weapon 
used by the enemies cf freedom and democracy in order 
to delude the masses and capture power both internally 
and outside their country’s borders. It is the duty of Jews 
to bring these facts to the forefront. We must not assume 
that the victory of democracy will automatically solve the 
acute Jewish tragedy. This would indeed be the case if 
men were always consistent but unhappily they are not. 
The superstitious scientist and the non-observant religionist 
are just two illustrations of human inconsistency. Men 
often harbour contradictions in separate mental compart- 
ments; and there is a danger that the representatives of the 
victorious democracies may forget the unparalleled disaster 
that has overtaken Israel. It is the duty of Jews to give 
the conscience of the world no rest until Israel also, in 
common with the rest of humanity, enters the brave new 
world of justice and democracy." MANCUNIAN,” Cheet- 
ham, Manchester, 8. 


COST OF PESACH KASHRUT 


I am grateful to Mr. S. Kluman for his kind reply to my 
inguiry, but I still maintain that there ts no justification for 
the increases in the prices of the various Passover provisions. 
The kashering of manufacturing plant should not entail any 
extra expense, as firms no doubt clean and scour their plant 
at regular and frequent intervals, while the special utensils 
can be used from year to year. The cost of labels, advertis- 
ing, and other incidental expenses mentioned by Mr. 
Kluman should be borne by the profit and loss account, and 
could be met by the profit accruing from the additional 
turnover. It is heartening to hear that the Beth Din “ make 
no charge for their services.” Would that the same claim 
could be made for other ecclesiastical authorities in other 
parts of the country!——-Mr. Lionet Pricer, 24, Princes Road, 
Liverpool, 8. 


“WE MUST HEED OR PERISH” 

Ecclesiastical or purely religious ordinances, as distin- 
guished from civil legislation on behalf of a weekly day 
of rest, are quite common to all mankind. But every nation 
realises that some of its inherited laws and customs have 
been made in conformity with circumstances prevailing in 
former times. Consequently, at different periods of their 
national existence, laws and regulations which have existed 
from a very early date have either become a dead-letter, 
or have been openly repealed, and new legislation to suit the 
current needs has been substituted. Sunday legislation in 
England is an example of this. On reviewing the mass of 
Jewish laws concerning Sabbath observance, we must 
frankly acknowledge that their socia] and human significance 
has practically disappeared, and they have become simply 
religious ordinances, Instead of their being modified and 
made applicable to modern conditions, they have been 
retained in their antiquated form. With each succeeding 
generation, they have been tightened with superstitious 
rigour. Among the various anomalies in connection with 
the Sabbath laws is the outstanding difficulty: Should one 
accept if offered a situation involving Sabbath work, if the 
alternatives are to remain a beneficiary of charity or starve? 
Such a problem should be solved by a competent authority 
without difficulty, in accordance with Rabbi Ishmael’s 
dictum: “And he shall live in them and not die in them ” 
(Sanhedrin 74, 1). This is the spirit of every Jewish law. 
Laws are made for the well-being of man. Religious 
ordinances should not be dogmatised-—Mr. JosEPH

Intense bad feeling was aroused among the local would-be 
buyers, as apart from the influence upon future prices the 
action deprived them of supplies for their customers, and 
part of their -trade was lost. I joined in the conversation, 
mentioned that I was a Jew, and pointed out that as we 
could not eat pig or frozen meat we naturally needed 
larger supplies of poultry, etc., ete. | am afraid I had little 
success. They trotted out the usual “ Jew-Baiters ” lies. 
But I feel that these Jewish poultry-buyers should be 
informed that by their actions they-have created definite 
anti-Semitism in a part of England where it was hitherto 
unknown.—-P. H. GranaM, 11, Fulney Road, Sheffield, 11.

6d., and the locale was the Astoria Dance 
Salon. If anyone mistook this function for one of. the 
elaborate Booth Street “Silver Ticket Balls” I can only 
suggest that thoughts of economy must have affected his 
judgment. Your readers will be glad to learn that their 
support endbled us to raise over £100 for charity, part of 
which will go for Passover relief.—-Mr. Louis J. Mutnrtz, 
Globe House, 29, Minories, E.C.3.

REFUGEE YESHIVOT FOR PALESTINE 


At the end of your report last week of a meeting of the 
Executive of the Mizrachi Federation when the transference 
of the Polish Yeshivot to Palestine was discussed, there was 
given a statement by Mr. Malcolm MacDonald to a gentle- 


man whom he had received some time ago. This statement. 


might appear to be a continuation of the report and has been 
misconstrued by some to indicate that the efforts made by 
ourselves (with the sanction of Chief Rabbi Herzog and 
the Chief Rabbi Dr. J. H. Hertz) were combined with the 
representations made by another organisation. This is not 
the case. The request made by Dr. Herzog to the Colonial 
Secretary was that the allocation of certificates for the 
Yeshivot should not be made from the ordinary schedule 
(for this we could have applied direct to the Jewish Agency), 
but that an entirely separate number of certificates should 
be granted for the transference of the Yeshivot. In this way, 
the students and teachers of the Yeshivot would not be 
brought to Palestine at the expense of refugees who have 
waited so long for their certificates for a mew life.

MME. MARIA SCHMOLKA 
A Champion of Nazi Victims 


Mr. NorMAaAn Bentwicnu, O.B.E., writes: 

Maria Schmolka, who passed away in London last 
week, was a victim of Nazi oppression. All her life she 
had been a doughty fighter for freedom and social 
reform, and during the last 
eight years she had given 
herself up ‘entirely to the 
relief of the victims of Nazi 
oppression, without distinc- 
tion of race, creed, of 
nationality. 

An active Social Demo- 
crat in the Czechoslovakian 
State during its first happy 
period—which was all too 
short—and prominent in 
many national and social 
movements, Mme. 
Schmolka dropped every 
cause when the flood of 
political and of Jewish 
refugees streamed into 
Prague in the early days of the Hitler terror, 1933. She 
was chosen as head of the National Czech Committee 
for Refugees, which federated together half a dozen 
organisations for the help of particular sections: 
socialists, democrats, trade-unionists, Jews, academics; 
and she remained the head of that committee tll the 
day when the Nazis burst into Prague in March, 1938, 
and threw her into prison. 


Imprisoned by the Gestapo 


She was tireless and irresistible in her efforts, travel- 
ling to Paris, London, Amsterdam, Geneva, Evian, to 
plead their cause and get help. She was a member for 
vears of the Advisory Council of the High Com- 
missioner for the Refugees from Germany, and was 
ever fertile in the constructive»schemes for settlement. 
When the Nazi brutality overwhelmed Austria, she 
redoubled her efforts. She never closed her ears to the 
call of humanity, and she gave the political and philan- 
thropic bodies no rest until the hundred Jewish refugees 
who had been cast adrift on a rotten Danube barge, 
and for three months were held prisoners in that vessel, 
were at last released and settled. 

After being kept in prison by the Gestapo for over 
two months. Mme. Schmolka was released through 
the earnest efforts of the High Commissioner and the 
American Minister. She insisted on going on with her 
work of salvage, and a week before the outbreak of 
war she was active as ever at a refugee concern in 
Paris. Her friends induced her to come to England, and 
would not let her return to Austria to a certain fate 
in a concentration camp. She had been working during 
the last half year with the Czech Refugee Committee 
here. But her brave, steadfast. heart was broken by 
the suffering of her people and her race, and by the 
crushing out of freedom in the heart of Europe. She 
had no longer the will to live when she could not main- 
tain the fight. 


Active Zionist Worker 


In the course of a tribute to Mme. Schmolka, Mrs. 
1M. Siere (Chairman of Executive, Women’s 
International Zionist Organisation) writes: 

In Dr. Maria Schmolka, whom death has so suddenly 
and so soon taken from our midst, the Wizo mourns 
the loss of one of its most significant and unusual 
figures and a woman who held a special place in the 
esteem of men and women of goodwill all over the 
world. She had already gained renown as a social 
worker when she went on a visit to Palestine, whence 
she returned a convinced Zionist. She immediately 
joined the Czechoslovakian Federation of the Wizo, 
whose growing importance within the Wizo movement 
as a whole owed much to her active participation. To 
all spheres of work for the Jewish woman and child 
in .Palestine she devoted considerable thought and 
energy. A few hours betore her death she was presid- 
ing over a meeting of the “ Czech Wizo Group,” which 
she herself had just created and which henceforth will 
bear her name, “The Maria Schmolka Group,” in 
tribute to her memory. 


Our Jerusalem correspondent reports the death at Petach 
Tikvah of Mr. MENACHEM YEHUDA SHTAMPER, at the age 
of seventy-five. He was taken to Palestine from Hungary 
in 1876 by his parents, who were among those who founded 
Petach Tikvah in 1878. Mr. Shtamper was the uncle of 
the Mayor of Petach Tikvah, Mr. Shlomo Shtamper. 


Mr. Davip Napav, one of the leaders of the Yemenite 
Jewish community at Shaarayim, near Rehovoth, who was 
among the original Yemenite Jews to go to Palestine in 
1909, and became the mohe/ and ritual slaughterer to the 
community, has died at the age of sixty-four. 


MR. BENN FRANKS 
Forty Years’ Service to Hull Community 


THe Rev. Davip Hirscu writes: 

The sudden death of Benn Franks, in his seventy-eighth 
vear, has left the Jewish Community of Hull immeasurably 
the poorer. Over forty years ago he came to Hull from 
Manchester, and ever since he actively identified himself 
with communal affairs in almost every direction. He was 
President of the Hull Western Synagogue, and when he 
resigned he was appointed Life President. He was Presi- 
dent of the Orphan Aid Society. He held high office in 
the Opticians’ Association and many other non-Jewish 
orcantsations. 

Benn Franks was the central link in the chain of our 
communal life. As a man he possessed a unique charm 
that drew men to him instinctively. He had a magnetic 
personality, was dignified and kind, tenacious of purpose 
when seeking the good of others or when great causes were 
at stake, and large hearted in his benevolence. By the 
high standard he set of Jewish life he brought glory to 
the God of Israel, added lustre to the name of Jew, and 
high repute to himself. 

He is survived by his wife and three daughters, Mesdames 
Rothband, Solomon, and M. D. Gaster. His only son, 
Lieut. Lionel Franks, was killed in the Great War. 


MR. SOLOMON BLOOM 


Chester Community's Loss 


The oldest and one of the most respected members of the 
Chester Community has been lost with the death of Mr. 
Solomon Bloom, at Manchester in his seventy-sixth year. 

He lived in Chester for over thirty years, held every 
executive office in the Synagogue, and was recognised as 
one of the lay heads of the community. He was keenly 
interested in all that affected the well-being of the com- 
munity, was ever ready to respond to charitable causes, 
and endeared himself to all by his integrity and gemial 
personality. 

He presented a beautiful Sefer lorah to the Chester 
Svnagogue, at which he was also Baal Musaf during the 
High Festivals for a number of years. 

He was also deeply respected by numerous non-Jewish 
friends. 


MR. ABRAHAM LUDMAN (Bradford) 


The death has occurred of Mr. Abraham Ludman, who 
for a number .of years served very actively on the Council 
of the Bradford Hebrew Congregation. Some years ago he 
was Deputy Commander of the Jehudah Halevy Beacon 
of the Order of Ancient Maccabeans. Those attending the 
funeral concourse included many of the deceased's brethren 
in Freemasonry, among whom he was highly respected, 
having reached the office of Worshipful Master of his 
Lodge a few years ago.

Ihe passing of Abraham Ludman is a. blow to the 
Bradtord Jewish Community.

MR. HENRY DONIGER 
Southport Philanthropist

In Manchester he had been a founder and sup- 
porter of the Home for Aged Jews and of the old 
Philanthropic Society from which it grew.

To have gained respect by reason of commercial integrity, 
of popularity, and of generous benefactions, was the achieve- 
ment of Henry Doniger. In Manchester, as well as in 
Southport, he identified himself wholeheartedly with al! the 
communal charities. His purpose in life was the translation 
into practice of the Talmudic dictum: “ The salt of wealth 
is its diminution by charity.” He added salt to his wealth— 
he made it more palatable and enjoyable—by the realisation 
that a portion of it helped to ameliorate the sufferings of 
the more unfortunate of his fellows. The vast concourse 
of people, both Jews and non-Jews, at the funeral testified 
to the esteem in which he was held and the deepfelt sorrow 
at his demise.

ALDERMAN SAMUEL TAYLOR, J.P. 


Lancastrian Civic and Communal 
Worker 


A severe loss has been suffered by Manchester Jewry 
with the sudden death on Sunday, at the Manchester 
Jewish Hospital, of Alderman Samuel Taylor, J.P., at 
the age of sixty-two. 

Alderman Taylor's life, writes our Manchester Corres- 
pondent, was a conspicuous 
example of the way in which 
devotion to Jewish tradi- 
tions and ideals can be com- 
bined with valuable civic 
service. Mr. Taylor was 
born at Koenigsberg, East 
Prussia, and received an 
intensive Jewish education 
at the Yeshiva at Neustadt 
(Lithuania). He came to 
England at the age of 
twenty, and lived in Bolton, 
Black pool, and finally Man- 
chester. For the past thirty- 
five years he was in business 
in Farnworth (Lancs.), 
where he became one of the 
best-known and popular figures in the district. 

From 1936 to 1938, Mr. Taylor was Chairman of the Farn- 
worth Urban District Council and Treasurer of the Farn- 
worth Liberal Association. After many years’ service on 
the Urban Council, he was elected § as 
an Alderman. As Chairman of the Farnworth Maternity 
and Child Welfare Committee, Mr. Taylor did much to 
promote the extenston of vital health services in the district; 
the opening of a most up-to-date Health Centre was due 
largely to his initiative. He was a member of the P.A.C. 
(Bolton County Area), was appointed a Land Tax Com- 
missioner for the County of Lancaster, and was elected to 


the Lancashire County Council, of which he was the only 
Jewish member. 


Rotarian, Zionist, Hebrew Scholar 


Alderman taylor was a keen Rotarian and Freemason, 
and was frequently invited to lecture to Christian gatherings 
in the Bolton and Farnworth districts on Jewish subjects, 
particularly the Jewish revival in Palestine. As he himself 
used often to say, he grew up together with the Zionist 
cause, of which he was a life-long and fervent adherent. 
He was one of the founders of the Blackpool Zionist Society, 
a tounder of the Manchester Tarbuth Association, a member 
of the Manchester and Salford Zionist Central Council, and 
President of the Broughton Park Jewish National Fund 
Commission, 

Himself a considerable Hebrew scholar, Mr Taylor sup- 
ported all efforts for Hebrew education. For many years 
he was Hon. Supervisor of the Higher Broughton Synagogue 
Hebrew and Religion Classes, and he served also as a 
member of that Synagogue’s Council and of the Manchester 
Talmud Torah Council, and as a Vice-President of the 
“ Nearenu ” Children’s Chanucah Festival. He was also a 
member of the Board of Deputies and of the Council of 
Manchester and Salford Jews. 

Alderman Taylor is survived by his wile, two daughters 
(Mrs. A. E. Comor and Mrs. E, Livingstone), and two grand- 
children. 


Raper Dr. S. Mo LEHRMAN writes:

institutions found in Alderman Taylor an adviser of tried 
worth, but it was his interest in education that took pride 
of place in -his heart. His interests in the Religion Classes.

rare, and with all went true scholarship of the old Maskil 
type. Manchester possesses few like him. He took his 
many honours calmly, glad of one thing—and that was that 
he was contributing to “ Kiddush Hashem.” 


The funeral on Tuesday at the Blackley Cemetery was 
attended by a large gathering, which included the Mavor 
and Deputy Mayor of Farnworth, the Town Clerk. and 
several officials and members of the Farnworth Council, 
and the Mayor of Bolton. A posse of police from the 
Lancashire County Constabulary marched behind the hearse 
from the deceased's house in Broughton Park to the Higher 
Broughton Synagogue and then attended the funeral at 
Blackley. 


ABRAHAM GEPNER, who has died in Warsaw at the age 
of sixty-seven, was one of the few Jewish millionares in 
Poland and one of the most active social Jewish workers. 
On entering Warsaw, the Nazis arrested him and kept him 
in jail as hostage for some time. His health there was 
greatly undermined. 


The death is reported from Warsaw, of ABRAHAM KLEIN- 
MAN, assOciate editor of the former Yiddish daily Hatnr. 
Kleinman was born in Lublin in 1889 and was Sejm 
correspondent of the Jewish daily Dos Yipisne Fox in 
1919, and since 1920 a constant contributor to the HAaInT. 
He was a member of the Central Committee of the Zionist 
Organisation of Poland. 


The news of the sudden and untimely death of Dr. ANNE 
WERNER BLUESTONE, at Yorktown Heights, New York, came 
as a shock to the Jewish Community of Glasgow where she 


carried on a large practice before leaving, barely two years 
ago, for America.

ALLEGED SPIES IN PALESTINE 


Still No Proof 


MR. MACDONALD DENIES N.Z.O. 
OFFER 


[By our Lobby Correspondent 


Mr. Matcotm MacDonatp, the Colonial Secretary, 
was asked in the House of Commons on Wednesday by 
Mr. Tom WiLLIAMs (Lab., Don Valley) how many of the 
several hundreds of the illegal immigrants into Palestine 
who were detained as suspected German agents had 
been charged with this offence and with what result. 

Mr. MacDonald replied: “As I made clear in my 
reply to Mr. Stokes on March 20, only a portion of the 
illegal immigrants recently landed in Palestine, who were 
held in detention camps, are suspected of being German 
agents. While the High Commissioner has strong 
reasons for his suspicions, inquiries have not produced 
conclusive proof.” 

Mr. Williams: “Is not the Colonial Secretary aware 
that those suspicions cast a very grave reflection perhaps 
on a large number of people, and it is incumbent on the 
High Commissioner at the earliest possible moment to 
clear those who are not in any way identified as spying 
on behalf of Germany or anybody else?” 

Mr. MacDonald: “I am sure that the High Com- 
missioner would share that wish, but in present circum- 
stances #t may not be always possible to get conclusive 
proof. The benefit of the doubt must be given to the 
State in those circumstances.” 

Mr. Greorrprey MaAnper (Lib., Wolverhampton, E.) 
asked: “Is it not the case that certain Jewish organisa- 
tions had offered to do everything in their power to 
prevent German agents getting in and the assistance had 
not been taken up by the Colonial Office?” 

Mr. MacDonald said he was not aware of that. He 
was certain that if offers of help were given, those offers 
would be accepted. 

The New Zionist Organisation; it will be recalled, has stated 


that on February 14 it addressed a letter to Mr. MacDonald 
offering help in weeding out German agents, but it received no 


reply. 
How Many? 


Mr. Williams asked if he could say how many 
immigrants who were last detained on suspicion came 
from Germany. 

‘Mr. MacDonald: “I am not sure that it would be 
desirable to give the exact figure. I have given as full 
information as I can.” 

Mr. James Maxton (1LL.P., Bridgeton) asked tf the 
Colonial Secretary had not clapped Socialists in gaol, 
who were not German agents, without trial and without 
evidence. 

No reply was given. 

Mer. D. L. Livson (Ind. Con., Cheltenham): “ Has 
the High Commissioner given to the Colonial Secretary 
the evidence on which he based his suspicions that some 
of these immigrants are German agents, and if not will 
he ask for such evidence?’ 

Mr. MacDonald: “I have seen a certain amount of 
the evidence. I am not certain that I have seen every- 
thing. but on the evidence I have seen [ entirely agree 
with the action the High Commissioner has taken.”

ARAB-JEWISH FRIENDSHIP 


Co-operation Spreads 


FOOTBALL MATCH IN ‘ TRIANGLE 
OF TERROR ” 


[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM] 


Further evidence of the closer contacts being estab- 
lished between Jews and Arabs has been afforded in the 
past few days. 

Citrus-growers of both sections of the population met 
at Jaffa last month to discuss the position arising from 
representations to the Palestine Government for a loan. 
An urgent appeal was addressed by the meeting to the 
High Commissioner to expedite consideration of their 
request in view of the approaching cultivation season 
and the lack of means for grove development. Should 
no reply be received soon, a general conference of 
Jewish and Arab growers is planned. 

At Kalkilich. in the heart of what was known during 
the recent disturbances as “ the Triangle of Terror,” a 
team of Jewish railway police played a friendly soccer 
match against an Arab team from the town at the invita- 
tion of the Mukhtar. The match, played on the public 
ground of the township, which is not far from Tulkarm, - 
was attended by a large number of the Moslem towns- 
men, who gave the Jewish visitors a friendly ovation. 
The game resulted in a goalless draw. The referee was 
an Arab. Subsequently, the Jewish and Arab players 
took coffee with the Mukhtar and notables of the town- 
ship, and arranged a further match. 


Benefits of Jewish Enterprise Admitted 


Yet another instance occurred to show growing Jewish- 
Arab - friendship when Kfar Masaryk was formally 
inaugurated by the Czechoslovak Consul-General in Haifa 
Bay recently. One of the speakers was a Haifa Arab, 
member of the Palestine Labour League (a joint racial body), 
who referred in glowing terms to the benefits brought to 
the country by Jewish settlement and enterprise. 

Peasants who had large holdings which yielded practically 
nothing were able. he said, to sell their surplus land and 
use the proceeds to develop the remainder as well as to 
discharge their heavy debt. He ended by expressing the 
hope that moderate counsels would prevail and that the 
intriguers trying to drive a wedge between Jews and Arabs 
would be defeated. 


YARKON EXCAVATIONS 


Search for Old Town 
LIGHT ON BIBLICAL PROBLEMS 


Professor E. L. Sukenik, head of the Department of 
Archeology, has started the fourth season of excavations 
at Tell Jerisheh, near the Yarkon river, on behalf of the 
Hebrew University. The Tell marks the site of an 
ancient town, which was deserted by its inhabitants in 
the beginning of the first millennium sB.c.e. The name 
of the town is as yet unknown. 

The history of the site, as revealed by the excavations 
carried out so far, goes back to the third millennium 
B.C.£. It is very likely that the last occupation of the 
ancient site was by the Israelites, whose boundary 
reached, as related in the Bible, to the Yarkon opposite 
Jaffa. 

The excavation may provide the solution to many 
important archeological and historical problems con- 
nected with the history of Palestine and with the Bible. 
It serves also as a training field for students of 
archeology of the Hebrew University, who are given 
the opportunity of learning the methods of archzo- 
logical excavation. A number of graduates and students 
will take part. 

The Jewish Palestine Exploration Society has decided 
to begin further excavations at Beth Shearim. This will 
be the fourth excavation season in this spot, where an 
ancient Jewish cemetery was uncovered during the 
previous season. The archzologists of the J.P.E.S. are 
headed by Dr. B. Maisler. 


ARABS WANT TO SELL LAND 


Several Arab landowners have filed applications for 
approval of land sales made to Jews in the prohibited 
area with the High Commissioner.

THE HEBREW UNIVERSITY 
Fifteen Years’ Progress 


On April 1 fifteen years ago, the Hebrew University of 
Jerusalem was formally opened by Lord Balfour. 

To-day, it is at a most interesting stage of development. 
The two basic Faculties of the Humanities and the Sciences 
are being rapidly completed. In both cases, the University 
makes its special contribution in branches of learning and 
research associated with the country. The Institute of Jewish 
and Oriental Studies is outstanding in the Humanities. tn 
Science, Chemistry, Zoology, Parasitology, and Bacteriology 
were particularly developed in the beginning. But in both 
Faculties to-day the gaps have been filled, and the subjects 
of study and research cover a very wide field. 

The new devélopments are the projected Faculty of 
Agriculture and the pre-Faculty of Medicine. Both build 
on foundations which already exist, but are now being 
planned boldly for the present and future needs of the 
country. 

The importance for Palestine (and indeed for the Near 
East) of the Agricultural Faculty, which will work in co- 
operation with the Research Station of the Jewish Agency 
at Rehovoth, need not be emphasised. 

The pre-Medical Faculty will centralise all the valuable 
existing medical research, and will be closely attached to 
the great new Rothschild-Hadassah-University Hospital on 
Mount Scopus. This new Medical Centre, opened in 1939, 
is of incalculable importance to the country. It ts interest- 
ing that thirty per cent. of the out-patients are Arabs. 
Regular post-graduate courses in the specific diseases of 
Palestine are given to immigrant doctors. The research 
work, conducted by scientists, is yielding results of value 
to the whole world. 


SOCIAL WELFARE CENTRE 
DISTRIBUTES £P1,700 


Benefits of Co-ordination 


[From our Correspondent—JeRUSALEM] 


| have already referred in these columns to the laudable 
undertaking in Tel-Aviv whereby relief contribution, and 
distribution to specified public and charitable organisations, 
has been co-ordinated in a Social Welfare Centre estab- 
lished by British and American Jewish residents. Mr. Alex. 
Epstein, formerly of Liverpool, the District Officer, is the 
of this organisation. 

A report just issued shows that there are eighty members, 
among all sections of the community, and that during 1939 
the sum of £P1,675 was distributed to institutions which had 
previously been thoroughly examined. These comprised 
welfare organisations for needy children, orphans, religious 
education, homes for the aged. refugees, the sick, public 
kitchens, Passover relief, culture, public services, sport, and 
national funds. 

Among the new Committee of twelve members elected are 
Messrs. A. Epstein, Chairman; M. Davidowitz (American), 
Vice-Chairman; J. Gesundheit (South African), Secretary; 
Max. Greenburg (American), Treasurer; and J. M. Toucatly 
(Palestinian), S. Turtledove (South African), Z Yerushalmy 
(Palestinian), Professor J. Moses (German), and Dr. R. 
Nussbaum (German). 


JEWESSES ACQUITTED 
Sixteen Jewish women, including Mrs. Elisheba Kaplan, 
have been acquitted by the Tel-Aviv Chief Magistrate, Com- 
mander Bodilly, for taking part in an illegal demonstration 


on March 3. The prosecution, the magistrate found, had 


failed to prove that the order prohibiting processions had 
been published. 


The British magistrate at Tel-Aviv has sentenced Dr. 
Abraham Heller, a teacher of a Hebrew High School, to 


four months’ imprisonment for participating in demonstra- 
tions against the Land Laws. —

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WINDFALL FOR CHARITIES 
Allotment of Indian Bequest

Some years ago, Mr. Shalom Gabbay. of India, left 
£25,000 for distribution among Jewish charities in Jerusalem. 
Since that time, negotiations have been proceeding to select 
the type of institution to benefit, and the Public Trustee in 
India visited Jerusalem. Agreement was reached recently, 
after consultations between the Palestine Government, the 
Vaad Leumi, and the Chief Rabbis, on fifteen institutions 
selected from the Ashkenazi, Sefardi, and general (t.e., 
serving both communities) sections of the Yishuv, and the 
sum of £28,500, including accumulated interest, has now 
been received for distribution. 

The largest amount of £4,000 goes to the “ Koheleth” 
Association, which, sponsored by the Cinef Rabbis, supports 
Yeshivot in Jerusalem. Amounts of £2,000 each are to be 
given to the Misgab Ladach Hospital in the Old City, the 
Anti-Tuberculosis League, the Social Service Committee of 
the Jewish Community Council, the Sefardi Jewish Social 
Service Committee, and other amounts, ranging from £400 
to £1,500, to the Diskin Orphanage. the Ashkenazi and 
Sefardi Homes for Aged, the Jewish Institute for the Blind, 
and the Ezrath Nashim Mental Home, among others 


MR. MAX SELIGMAN 
Wins Appeal Against Law Council 
{Krom our Correspondent—JERUSALEM] 


Readers will remember the case of Mr. Max Seligman, 
the Tel-Aviv lawyer, who was convicted by the Palestine 
Courts last July for conspiracy to assist refugees to defeat 
the immigration laws. Mr. Scligman served a term of 
four months and was released last November. The case 
was taken a further, and probably a final, stage recently 
when he appealed to the Supreme Court against a decision 
of the Law Council to suspend his licence for six months. 
Mr. Scligman conducted his appeal in person, and the Law 
Council was represented. by the Senior Crown Counsel, 
Mr. E. Bell. 

The Supreme Court allowed the appeal, holding that as 
Mr. Seligman’s offence did not in olve either moral turpi- 
tude or unprofessional or disgraceful or fraudulent conduct, 
the decision of the Law Council could not be maintained. 
Ihe Attorney Genéral, as Chairman of the Law Council, 
was ordered to pay the costs of the appeal. 


WEINGARTNER IN: PALESTINE 
Tribute to Symphony Orchestra 


Dr. Felix Weingartner, the famous conductor (who is not 
a Jew), has arrived in Jerusalem to conduct a senes of eight 
concerts by the Palestine Svmphony Orchestra in Palestine 
and four concerts by the same orchestra in Egypt.

LABOUR PARTY AND ZIONISM 
Poale Zion’s Resolution 


The Poale Zion Party in Great Britain is to submit 
a resolution on Palestine at the annual conference of 
the Labour Party, which its to be held at Bournemouth 
at Whitsuntide.

Regional Conference of F.Z.Y. 
JEWISH M.P.s DENOUNCED 


The Northern Regional Conference of the Federa- 
tion of Zionist Youth was held at Purim, in Sunder- 
land, when representatives from a large number of the 
Northern societies of the movement met for the first 
time since the outbreak of war to review the work of 
the Federation since the annual conference in May 
of last year, and to formulate the policy and plan the 
future work for the difficult days which lie ahead. 

Delegates were present from Sunderland, Middles- 
brough, Liverpool, Manchester, Sheffield, Leeds, 
Glasgow, Leicester, Harrogate, and London. Among 
the delegates were a number of people now serving in 
His Majesty's Forces, who were fortunate enough to 
be on leave for the week-end. 

The opening session was held in the Communal Hall. 
Mr. S. W. Gold, President of the F.Z.Y., was in the 
Chair, and in his opening address he said that the con- 
ference should lodge an emphatic protest against the 
Government's policy of discrimination in Eretz Yisrael. 
The tuture of the Jewish people did not lice in the 
hands of Mr. Malcolm MacDonald, he said, but in 
the hands of Jewish youth, which must not be afraid 
to voice its demands. With regard to the future work 
of the Federation, Mr. Gold pointed out that as more 
and more leaders were being called up, the responsi- 
bility of carrying on the work would rest-upon the girls 
of the movement. 

Self-Education 

Mr. Percy Josep .s took the Chair for the sessions dealing 
with finance and with the YounG Zionist Macazine. Mr. 
©. Rose, the Treasurer, poimted out the grave financial 
dithculties of the Federation, in view of the fact that such 
functions as summer schools and dances, at which money 
had been raised, could no longer be sources of revenue. 
He emphasised the fact that all societies must realise their 
responsibility towards the movement, and a resolution was 
passed urging all societies to. raise funds for the F.Z.Y. 

With regard to the Magazine. it was felt that, whatever 
the cost, it was most necessary that the Federation should 
continue with the publication lt was decided to 
amalgamate the Magazine with the News Bulletin. which 
had been appearing regularly since the outbreak of war.

The editor, Miss Joyce Kadish, asked for contributions 
from members, so that they would feel it was really their 
Own magazine. 

Mr. Gold said that their main work in the future must 
be self-education. The whole system of Jewish education 
badly needed revising, and they must make the Community 
realise the part that Palestine played in Jewish life. Mr. 
Palace stressed the importance of co-operating wherever 
possible with non-Jewish organisations, and advised all 
societies to get in touch with their local B.Y.P.A. branch. 
There were also great opportunities of putting forward 
the Jewish and Zionist case in the Youth Parlhament. 


Zionism the Best “ Jewish Defence ” 


In connection with evacuation, the following resolution 
was passed: 

This conference places on record its deep satisfaction at 
the way in which Habonim has dealt with the problems 
raised by evacuation; it regrets the deplorable apathy shown 
by the Anglo-Jewish Community in this connection, and 
calls for a more constructive attitude from the Community. 
In opening the Political Session, Mr. S. W. Gold referred 

to the death of “ Scrutator,’ who had been such a loyal 
friend and supporter of Zionism. With reference to the 
Land Ordinances, Mr. Gold said it was to be deplored 
that there were Jews in the House of Commons who had 
no qualms about sacrificing their own people. Such men 
were traitors. 

Miss Prinsky (West Hartlepool) asked for people to take 
part in the Jewish Defence campaign. Mr. Josephs said 
that on previous occasions their offers had been refused 
on the ground that they would only put forward the Zionist 
case. They would, however, be willing to play their part 
in this important work if they were allowed to put forward 
the case in their own way, as they considered Zionism the 
best answer to attacks on Jewry. 


Resolutions 


Resolutions passed included the following: 

This conference declares its dismay at the action of 
the British Government in carrying out the White Paper 
policy by restricting land sales to Jews in Palestine, in spite 
of the tact that the majority of the Permanent Mandates 
Commission declared that such a policy was not in con- 
formity with the terms of the Mandate. Further, this con- 
ference urges the Government to reconsider its attitude, 
bearing in mind the intolerable position of the Jewish 
people in the world to-day and the untavourable reaction 
already shown in circles friendly to Great Britain. 

[his conference urges the Federation of Zionist Youth 
to demand the formation’ of a Jewish unit. 

This conference resolves that, despite the state of war 
now existing, Zionist claims should be pressed publicly 
wherever possible. 

This conference welcomes the’ election of Professor 
Brodetsky to the position of President of the Board of 
Deputies, hopes that he will tntroduce the radical altera- 
tions required to ensufe upon the Board representation of all 
sections of the Community so that the Board will then be 
truly democratic, and calls upon the Board to make itselt 
responsible for Jewish education. 


PALESTINE—U.S.A. TRADE 
Attempt to Level Imports and Exports

MEETING

HALL PACKED WITH NAZI SUPPORTERS 


[From our Special Correspondent) 


The Fascists had a good time on Wednesday night. 
They packed a Peace Meeting at the Kingsway Hall, 
Kingsway, W.C., and had the great pleasure of hearing 
lots of nice things said about their spiritual leader in 
Berlin and of freely abusing the Jews. 

The meeting was “a non-Party demonstration,” 
organised by the Marquess of Tavistock, under the 
slogan, “ Peace Is Possible Now.” He was supported by 
Mr. Hugh Ross Williamson, a former member of the 
Labour Party and now a contributor to ACTION, and 
Mr. John McGovern, the L.L.P. M.P. Mr. John Beckett, 
the former lieutenant of Mosley and now the Secretary 
of the British People’s Party, presided. 

Honest and sincere pacifists, a few of whom were 
present; were nauseated. One who wore a Peace Pledge 
Union badge said to me: “I'm a pacifist. I do not 
believe in force under any circumstances. But the crowd 
of Fascists here who are supporting this move do—and 
they want to make use of people like me. In my fight 
for peace I suppose I will have to link up with them, 


but why can’t they be honest and say they are Hitler's 


friends instead of posing as true British patriots?” 
“ Hitler Has Never Broken His Word” 


There was reason in this charge. Mr. Williamson, for 
instance, devoted his time to attempting to prove that 
“ Hitler has never threatened another country.” “To 
say that Hitler has ever broken his word,” he exclaimed, 
“is a deliberate and absolute lie.’ According to him, 
none of the brutalities that the Nazis are known to 
have been responsible for were ever committed, but were 
all the invention of a deliberate British Press campaign. 
He believed Goring, he said, when he claimed that the 
Nazi Government was “a humane Government.” 

The Fascists, of course, yelled their heads off with 
delight; but there were many present who objected. If 
they did so too loudly they were unceremoniously and, 
in one case at least, brutally bundled out. 

Mr. McGovern was also a source of great delight to 
our native National Socialists. In a clamant rhetorical 
speech, he declared that although he was aware of 
certain unpleasant features connected with the Nazi 
regime, he was not going to allow them to cause him to 
support the war. “ Hitler; he said, “ rode to power on 
the basis of the outraged feeliges of the German people.” 
But he forgot to mention, fhAt, that when Hitler became 
Chancellor he was actually losing mass support, and, 
secondly, that without the generous financial support 
of the Thyssens and the Krupps the German people 
would have continued to ignore Hitler. Mr. McGovern 
thought that Hitler was merely “a bogy ”; and he also 
said that “ Hitler in his social programme is miles in 
advance of this country!” 


Taking Advantage of Pacifists 


The: question that arose in many minds was: How 
far does the desire of these people for peace arise 
from the fact that we are at war with Nazi Germany? 
Allowance must be made, of course, for the fact that 
Mr. McGovern has always been—he was in the last 
war—opposed to war. 

Ihe Fascists are certainly active among pacifists, seek- 
ing to take the fullest advantage of their humanitarian 
and conscientious objections to war. At the door of 
the Kingsway Hall I purchased ACTION, ANGLES (a 
virulent anti-Jewish sheet), and the Free Press (the 
organ of the rabidly anti-Semitic Militant Christian 
Patriots). The young man who sold ANGLES told one 
purchaser that he had sent him a copy of “The 
Protecols of the Elders of Zion ”’.(the forgery). 

Fascists interrupted speakers with anti-Jewish cries 
whenever possible. “ We are told we must see it through 
to the bitter end,” said Mr. McGovern. Someone 
shouted: “For whom?” And a number of Fascists 
screamed: “ The Jews! The Jews! The Jews!” 


Nazi Brutality “ Understandable ” 


Lord Tavistock referred to an alleged Nazi willing- 
ness “to go to any reasonable lengths in co-operating 
with an international body endeavouring to found a 
national home for the Jews.” (For a fuller statement 
on this see last week’s JEWisH CHRONICLE.) He told a 
questioner that while he disagreed with the persecution 
of minorities and the treatment of the churches, among 
other things, he thought that in view of Hitler’s “ hard 
upbringing ” and the terrible sufferings of the German 
people, it was all understandable. 


A VIRULENT JEW-BAITER 


Openly Inciting to Violence 


AUTHORITIES’ EXTRAORDINARY LAXITY 
[From our Special Correspondent) 


During the past few weeks, I have regularly paid visits to 
open-air meetings organised by the most successful of 
London's Jew-baiters. He is a former member of the B.U.P. 
who alleges that he left that organisation because it was not 
sufficiently anti-Jewish. He is not, however, anti-Mosley; 
he has frequently said nice things about ACTION and the 
B.U.F., and his most ardent supporters are Blackshirts. 

Neither is he opposed to any of the other Fascist bodies’ 
or individuals’ activities. His attitude is friendly towards 
another anti-Semitic ranter who is becoming known as the 
English Streicher. 

He continually refers to a coming reaction against the war, 
and says that when that happens it will be his business to 
see that it is turned against “the people who made the 
war: the Jewish bankers, and the people in their pay.” He 
alleged that J. L. Garvin was one of these, and referred to 
him in the most outrageous terms. He poked fun at “ the 
stooges of Jewish money,” and said: “ My fight will not 
take place in France.” It would take place in this country. 

At one meeting, a member of the audience protested 
against these threats. But supporters of the speaker 
shouted: “Go back where you came from,” and “ We're 
waiting for the day to come.” The speaker mockingly 
said “Sh!” at this last comment. He went on to say that 
if he were caught like a rat in a trap and he was forced to 
go to war, then “if I come back I shall be avenged.” 


Pogroms or Exile for Jews! 


Referring again to a future “reaction,” he gave the 
plainest possible hint what he would support. “ When the 
reaction in this country becomes anti-Jewish,” he said, “ the 
German reaction wont be in tt.” He alleged that in 
Germany “it was calm. In this country it won't be calm.” 
“ When in this country the masses wake up, there will be 
very great anti-Semitism.” It would be “very bitter, very 
angry, and very vicious.” The alternatives for the Jews 
were, he said, “ pogroms or exile.” 

The semi-literate who swallow his words—and there are 
some—are always inflamed by him, and talks I have had 
with them clearly show that when for them “ The Day ” 
comes no attempt will be made to distinguish between the 
poor Jew and the rich Jew; all Jews will “ get it in the 
neck.” One Fascist has already laid claim to a certain part 
of Whitechapel! He wants everything in it, “ including the 
women 

Representations to the authorities do not seem to have 
much effect. This earnest student of “Mein Kampf” is 
allowed to repeat its obscenities without any restriction. 
There is not even an official note-taker present. 


A Menace to the Home Front 


The war on the Home Front. it has been said. is as 


important as the war on any other Front. If the Govern- 
ment wants a united nation, then the wisest thing would be 
to put a stop to the activities of the pogrom-mongers. An 
anti-Jewish riot in Whitechapel would certainly be regarded 
abroad as a sign of grave internal weakness. The Goebbels 
propaganda machine could desire nothing better. If they 
wish to prevent this, then the Government should take 
immediate action against vicious anti-Semites such as the 
person to whose subversive harangues I refer.

NEW FRENCH PREMIER 
AND THE JEWS 


An Enemy of Racialism 


(from our Correspondent—Paris} 


“When one notes the anti-Jewish disorders organised 
in Poland and Rumania by irresponsible groups which, 
drawing their inspiration from Berlin, distribute publica- 
tions imbued with racist philosophy and preaching 
violence and persecution, one cannot help thinking that 
the mission incumbent on the democratic countries of 
assuring the rights of the human being is far from 
being accomplished.” 

This passage from a speech made by M. Paul 
Reynaud, the new head of the French Government, at a 
protest meeting in 1935 against the persecutions in 
Germany give ample evidence of his attitude to anti- 
Semitism and Nazism. 

He went on to say: “ The principle of the equality 
of rights and duties of the Jews found in France its 
first application, and it was France, fighting against 
medieval prejudices, which gave that idea to the world. 
.. . It was General Jourdan who abolished the Frank- 
fort ghetto; it was Talleyrand who fought at the Vienna 
Congress to safeguard the civic rights of the Jews in 
Germany: it was Waddington who, at the Berlin 
Congress, secured for the Rumanian and Bulgarian Jews 
the same civic rights; it was Clemenceat who incor- 
porated into the peace treaties the guarantee of the 
rights of the national and religious minorities, in particu- 
lar of the Jews in Poland and Rumania.” 

Referring in his speech to a Nazi book demanding 
that, “after Germany's victory” in the next war all 
vanquished European peoples shall be organised, like 
Jews, into inferior castes dominated by the Germans, 
M. Reynaud declared: ‘ Pan-German anti-Semitism 
reveals itself as the first stage towards the destruction of 
the rights of other Europeans.” ae

JEWS IN POLISH PUBLIC LIFE 


New Committee to be Formed 


FORMER SENATORS, DEPUTIES, AND TOWN 
COUNCILLORS 


A Committee has been formed in Paris to establish 
a Jewish representative body composed of all former 
Polish-Jewish deputies, senators, and municipal 
councillors. 

About a dozen of such Jewish parliamentarians and 
municipal councillors have succeeded in escaping from 
Nazi-occupied Poland. It is proposed to bring some 
of them to Paris, where it is planned to organise a Jewish 
representative body along the lines of the former Club 
of Jewish Deputies. 

Former Jewish senators who are now living outside 
Poland include MM. Szereszewski, Koerner, Trocken- 
heim. and Rubinstein, and former Jewish deputies 
include Dr. Schwarzbart, Dr. Silverschein, Dr. 
Rosmarin, and M. Prilucki. Among former municipal 
councillors’ willing to serve on such a representative 
body are Engineer Reis and Dr. Kleinbaum, both of 
whom played important parts in Jewish life in Poland. 

The work of this Jewish representative body, it is 
pointed out here, will not be limited to negotiations with 
Polish authorities, but will extend also to negotiations 
with American and other Jewish relief organisations 
concerning the best methods of rendering assistance to 
Polish Jewry in Nazi-occupied territory. 

The Polish Government, it is felt, will benefit by 
the existence of this Jewish representative body, which 
will eliminate the confusion caused by various 
unauthorised groups and individual spokesmen who 
claim to represent Polish Jewry in their dealings with 
Polish officials. 

Certain Polish-Jewish groups in Paris are negotiating 
at present with the Polish Government concerning the 
establishment by the Government of a special depart- 
ment for Jewish affairs. : 


The publication of a “ Black Book,” containing docu- 
mentary evidence of atrocities committed by the Nazis 
against the Polish and Jewish populations since the first 
week of the German occupation, is officially announced 
in Paris by the Polish Government. 

According to L’Epoque, 1,604,321 Poles and Jews 
are at present detained in Nazi concentration camps 
or labour camps in Germany. The paper also states 
that 17,264 Poles and Jews have been executed by the 
Nazis in Poland since the German occupation, and that 
over 157,000 Poles and Jews have been imprisoned in 
Nazi-occupied Poland. 


ITALY’S NEW POLICY 


Jews to be Turned Out 
PERSECUTION OF PROFESSIONALS 


The Italian Government has completely reversed its 
policy towards Jewish emigration by deciding that in 
future it will facilitate the emigration of Italian Jews 
so as “to liquidate the Jewish problem” within eleven 
years. 

The Italian Government, the Jewish Telegraphic 
Agency learns, desires to encourage Jewish emigration 
at the rate of 3,500 a year, which is about the present 
average voluntary emigration from Italy. If this rate 
is Maintained, it is expected that there will be no Jews 
left in about eleven years. 


Legal and Medical Ban 

The first non-official anti-Semitic regulations in Italy 
were issued last week by the Medical Association and 
the Lawyers’ Association of Ancona. The two associa- 
tions have instructed their members not to accept Jewish 
clients. 

This regulation, it is explained in a special com- 
muniqué, has been issued strictly in accordance with 
the spirit of the Italian anti-Jewish laws, which impose 
a ban on all but a small section of Jewish professional 
men in Italy. Only in cases of the greatest emergency 
“ Aryan” doctors of Ancona are to be permitted to 
treat Jews “on humanitarian grounds.” 

Bul, it is pointed out in Jewish quarters, this is a 
contradiction of the actual Italian law, which states 
that “ only in cases of the greatest emergency are ‘ non- 
exempted © Jewish doctors permitted to treat * Aryans.” ” 

The decision of the two large professional unions of 
Ancona is, it is believed, due chiefly to the violent anti- 
Jewish campaign conducted by the Corriere 
ADRIATICO, of Ancona. 

Will the Poison Spread ? 

Although these new regulations are in force at present 
only in the province of Ancona, it is feared in Jewish 
circles that other Italian provinces will feel bound to 
follow suit. The province of Cremona, the city where 
the most violent anti-Jewish paper, the REGIME 
FASCISTA, is published, is expected to adopt them 
shortly. 

Another restriction curbing Jewish activities in 
Italian commercial life has been issued by the Italian 
Union of Traders. According to this regulation, Jews 
will no longer be permitted to own public-houses and 
tobacco shops. 

Twenty Italian Jews, a Rome report published in Paris 
States, have been indicted by the Italian authorities for 
“the crime” of employing “Aryan” workers. If found 
“guilty ~ they are liable to a fine not exceeding 5,000 lire.

THE OLD SOUTH AFRICAN 
TRADITION 


Menaced by Racism 
SENATOR’S TIMELY WARNING 


At a meeting of the Society of Jews and Christians, held 
last month in Capetown, Senator F. S. Malan, President 
of the Senate, and Senator Conroy uttered a warning against 
the political hatemongers and their alien doctrines. 

“If,” said Senator Malan, “South Afffca were true to 
the tradition of hospitality, tolerance, and freedom estab- 
lished by their forefathers, then an organisation such as 
the Society of Jews and Christians would not be necessary.” 

Senator Malan declared that there was a danger that 
old South African traditions were being jeopardised by a 
feeling of hate for their fellow-citizens—a feeling that 
actually had its origin overseas. It was possible to have 


‘a greater South Africa, even with a population that was 


composed of people of different stock, outlook, and 


religion, he went on. South Africa would be enriched by ° 


having a population that included elements of a good type 
from other races and countries, and South Africans could 
help to build up a great nation by being true to the traditions 
for which their forefathers fought and suffered. 

Senator Conroy, who also addressed the meeting, said 
that the evil growth of anti-Semitism that had started to 
take root in South Africa was not inherent in that country. 
It had been transplanted from Europe. Their experience 
in the past of the results of racial hatred should have been 
a sufficient safeguard against their allowing anti-Semitism 
to take root there. 

Mr. Brinton, Mayor of Capetown, in deprecating anti- 
Semitism, said what they had to strive for was not only 
a better relationship with one another but the establishment 
of a standard of clean business, political, and civic life, where 
certain things which happened now would simply not be 
tolerated. 


 RUMANIAN * IRON GUARDS” 
22 More Anti-Semitic Leaders Released 


Twenty-two more leading members of the Iron Guard 
have been released from internment in’ Transylvania, 
according to the Orriciat Gazette in Bucharest quoted 
in a British United Press message. 
+» Fhis makes a total of 135 members of the disbanded anti- 
Semitic organisation released this month, and 363 in the 
past two months. A batch of 81 were released on March 11 
and 32 on March 16. All those released have pledged 
loyalty to King Carol and to the country. Most of the 
Iron Guards, it ts understood, have now been freed, but 
most of those who fled abroad have remained there. 

A high Rumanian official has reiterated that in liberat- 
ing the Iron Guards the Government is carrying out its 
policy of uniting all political elements in the country in the 
interests of national security. 


Mr. I. Giterman, the head of the Warsaw “ Joint.” was 
released by the Nazis and is reported to be back in Warsaw. 
Mr. Giterman was amongst a party of passengers the Nazis 
took off an Estonian steamer some three months ago and 
interned at Memel when they were about to cross to 
England. Following the intervention of a neutral Power, 
he has now been released.

NIGHT OVER EUROPE 
The Shadow of Famine and Plague 


UNITED STATES HELP FOR 
STARVING POLAND 


Shipments Dispatched by Red Cross 
MR. HOOVER ON COLOSSAL TASK 


Two new shipments of Anferican Red Cross relief 
supplies valued at more than $100,000 are being rushed 
to Poland to meet urgent needs of the suffering popula- 
tion, Mr. Norman H. Davis, Chairman of the American 
Red Cross, has announced in Washington. 

The American Red Cross has already consigned ten 
shipments of supplies to Poland. Eight shipments 
already have arrived in Poland and are now being dis- 
tributed by Mr. Wayne C. Taylor and Mr. James T. 
Nicholson. Two other American Red Cross workers 
are en route to Europe to aid in supervision of relief 
distribution in Poland. | 

The Commission for Polish Relief, it is further 
learned, has completed arrangements with the German 
authorities and the Allies which will make possible the 
immediate shipment of supplies valued at more than 
$100,000 for distribution in Nazi-occupied Poland under 
the supervision of four Americans. 

The first intimation of the development was given 
by ex-President Herbert Hoover, a member of the Com- 
mission’s Executive Commitiee, at ‘a mass meeting for 
Polish relief held under the auspices of the Polish 
National Council of New York. 


Providing For Immunity From Attack 


“The first great step of these negotiations with the 
Allied Governments on one hand and the German 
Government on the other has been under way tor some 
months,” the ex-President said. “That is, agreement 
providing for immunity of ships from: attack and 
American supervision of distribution. I am happy to 
say that within the last twenty-four hours these steps 
have been advanced at least far enough to enable 
preliminary shipments to be made.” 

Mr. Hoover stressed that the American supervision 
was necessary “to assure the Allied Governments and 
all donors of funds that these foodstufis shall be used 
solely for the civil populations and that there will be 
just distribution among the population of every race 
and faith in Poland.” 
~ “We are faced to-day with the necessity of imme- 
diate food supplies to millions of people in Poland,” 
he said. “ Whatever can be done by public charity 
must be done. But before the neXt year is over, relief 
on a huge scale must be found. Hundreds of thousands 
of tons of foodstuffs must be imported. It may cost 
as much as $50,000,000. Charity can be of great aid 
for immediate action. But the backbone of financial 
strength for the long pull can be secured only by the 
co-operation of Governments. We are in hopes that 
the American Government will join in this great task,” 
he concluded 


ALL MEDICAL HELP FORBIDDEN 
Nazis’ Abominable War on the Sick 


[From a Correspondent) 


The official Nazi organ in Poland, WARSCHAUER ZEITUNG, 
Anas published a decree not only forbidding Jewish doctors 
to attend non-Jewish patients but also making it illegal for 
non-Jewish doctors to treat Jewish patients. The decree has 
been signed by the Governor-General and is effective 
throughout the Nazi-occupied territory of Poland. 

When publishing the decree, the paper declared that it 
had been issued with a view to “safeguarding” the non- 
Jewish population against infection in view of the epidemics 
that have broken out amongst the Jews, 

Typhoid is claiming hundreds of victims every day. 
According to a recent report from Warsaw, some 200 Jews 
are succumbing daily to the disease, and the death-rate 
among Jewish children is appalling. What makes the posi- 
tion worse is the absence of hospitals and medicine. The 
great Jewish hospital in Warsaw which, had some 2,000 beds 
has been seized by the Nazis and the patients have been 
ejected. Jews are also suffering from a serious shortage 
of mediotnes as the Nazis have forbidden the sale of 
medicines to Jews. 


Forbidden by an earlier decree from receiving attention 
from Jewish doctors, Jewish patients began to seek the help 
of non-Jewish doctors. Now by their latest decree, the 
Nazis have stopped that also. 


The Nazis have also prohibited non-Jewish hospitals from 


receiving Jewish patients. Lunatic asylums are also barred 
to Jews. 


‘*THE GREATEST FAMINE-AREA 
IN HISTORY” 


Grim Forecast for the Continent 
J.D.C. EXECUTIVE’S REPORT 


“The European Continent is fast moving towards 
becoming one of the greatest famine areas in modern 
history,” Mr. Morris C. Troper, Chairman of the Euro- 
pean Executive Council of the Joint Distribution Com- 
mittee, stated in New York after his arrival to report 
on current conditions among refugees in Western 
Europe and the problems of war relief in Poland. 

“ Minority groups are the first and greatest sufferers,” 
Mr. Troper went on. “Large masses of the population, 
especially im the occupied war areas in Eastern Europe, 
are threatened with extinction on a scale heretofore unheard 
of and in a way which makes the Black Hole of Calcutta 
look a blessing. 

“Lack of food, clothing, shelter, medical supplies are 
daily creating unparalleled misery beggaring description, 
and unless help is brought on a readily sizable scale and 


quickly, these unfortunate people are doomed and may, in 


addition, in the course of their destruction, scatter sickness 
and epidemics to all quarters of the Continent ‘without 
possibility of control, 

“ Thousands upon thousands of children made home- 
less through the war, with little or no hope of ever again 
rejoining their families, must be cared for if we are not 
to have a recurrence of the wild children of the recent 
twenties. Lack of clothing and the restrictions against 
Jews purchasing them will soon result in men and women 
walking in the streets without stockings and without shoes, 
not to mention the countless thousands who in time—and 
that time is not far off—will not be able to cover their 
bodies sufficiently to make it possible for them to show 
themselves outside their dingy sleeping quarters.” 

Discussing the conditions of refugees in Western Europe, 
Mr. Troper said: “In the refugee countries, some of which 
are at war, others neutral, but all mobilised and facing the 
prospect of being catapulted into war at any moment, the 
refugee committees are experiencing a gradual diminishing 
of local assistance, while costs for feeding and housing 
refugees are continuously rising, with the result that greater 
support must be found from Governments and outside 
organisations. The various plans to move some of these 
refugees to places of permanent settlement have been 
interrupted through the outbreak of war.” 


DESTITUTION IN VILNO 


30,000 Seek Relief—Apart From Refugees 
KITCHENS AND DAY HOMES OPENED 


An appeal for help has just been received from the 
Hebrew Congregation of Vilno. Mr. A. M. Kaizer, the 
Secretary of the Polish-Jewish Relief Fund, gave me 
details of this (writes a JEWISH CHRONICLE representa- 
tive). 

Thirty thousand people have now registered for relief 
in that town, in addition to the 12,000 refugees. What 
are needed are kitchens to feed at least 10,000 a day, 
clothing, medical, and sanitary relief, and constructive 
relief for small traders and artisans. These latter, con- 
sisting of about 1,000 families, have been hard hit 
because each trader must have a work permit, and these 
are rather expensive. 

The problem of providing adequate facilities for 
Passover is a very difficult one, and it is estimated that 
up-to 40,000 kilos of matzot will have to be distributed. 

The first kitchen, which can feed 1,000 people, has 
already been opened. For the schoolchildren, a refugee 
day home has been established. It has been named 
after Mr. Mark Schalit, the late Treasurer of the Polish- 
Jewish Relief Fund. It provides daily meals for 300 
children, half of whom stay all day and continue their 
studies. 

Refugee lawyers, numbering about 120, have organ- 
ised themselves into a Federation. They urgently require 
clothes, blankets, etc. The Polish Relief Fund has 
already made a grant to them, and has also decided to 
form a Lawyers’ Aid Committee in London. 

During the past six months, the Relief Fund has 
allocated £15,352, of which £4,350 has been spent on 
adults and £405 on children, in Lithuania. Refugees in 
Lithuania, Rumania, Hungary, Italy, and Palestine have 
also been given assistance. 

Application for matzot has reached the Polish Relief 
Fund from the Hebrew Congregation of Helsinki. Four 
thousand kilos are asked for. 


The Mexico City Relief Committee for Jewish War 
Victims has announced that it has already sent $11,000 to 
the American Joint Distribution Committee for the relief 
of Jews in Poland.

‘NAZI VILLAINIES IN POLAND 


Bigger and Beastlier Expulsions 
FAMINE-STRICKEN WARSAW 


[From our former Warsaw Correspondent] 


Half a million Jews are shortly to be driven out of 
their homes in Western Poland by the Nazis and trans- 
ported to unknown places in Eastern Poland. This was 
disclosed by Mr. Stanczyk, the Polish Minister for 
Works and Social Assistance, in Paris. 


According to reliable information obtained by the | 


Minister, the Nazis have now completed the plan accord- 
ing to which “ 4,000,000 Poles and 500,000 Jews living 
in the district of Western Poland (now included in the 
Reich) will all have to leave this area within a short 
period and be transported to other places outside these 
regions.” The homes of the Jews and Poles will be 
taken by Germans from the Reich. 

Already many Jews in those parts have been driven out 
to make room for the Germans brought there from the 
Baltic States. But now more Germans are to arrive from 
the Reich and take over the Jewish and Polish homes. 

The Nazi plan is to be completed during the present year. 
After this has been effected, the Nazis intend to hold a 
plebiscite and ask the population in those districts to 
declare whether they want to remain German or to form 


part of a Polish State.. The result is, as it were, being 
manufactured in advance 


Destruction and Hunger 


Mr. Stanczyk has also disclosed some figures regarding 
the terrible plight of the population in Poland, particularly 
in Warsaw. Of the 18,000 large houses and buildings in 
Warsaw, 3,800 were damaged beyond repair. 5,000 build- 
ings are partially destroyed. 200,000 people are completely 
without means and are suffering hunger. 70,000 children 
are clothed in inadequate rags. 600,000 homes in Warsaw 
have had no fires this winter—one of the severest in recent 
years. If no help is forthcoming, thousands of people in 
Warsaw, said the Minister, will perish from hunger. 

It has now been established beyond doubt that there were 
some eighty Jews amongst a party of 150 the Nazis 
executed in Chrzanow, near Cracow. An eye-witness of 
the terrible scene declared that the Nazis arrested 150 
people from amongst the population of some 16,000. The 
arrested were taken outside the town and there Ordered to 
dig their own gfaves. When the graves were ready, they 
were lined up and machine-gunned. The execution took 
place on the football grounds on which many matches had 
formerly been played between the local Polish and neigh- 
bouring German populations. 


POLISH AND STATELESS JEWS 
Forbidden to Leave Reich 


The Swiss Press reports from Berlin that in conformity 
with the Ordinance just published by Himmler, head of 
the Gestapo, no Polish or Stateless Jew from Germany, 
or from the territories occupied by Germany, will be per- 
mitted in future to leave the country. This order applies 
equally to Polish and Stateless Jews who have been released 
from German concentration camps. 

The order, it ts believed, has been made in view of a 


decision to issue special “Jewish” and “Stateless” 
passports. 


MEDICAL SUPPLIES FOR 
LITHUANIA 


British Government's Prompt Help 


The Lithuanian Ose—the principal organisatjon giving 
medical assistance to Jewish refugees from Poland in 
Lithuania—submitted recently, through the British Ort-Ose, 
to the Foreign Office a list of medical supplies required for 
refugees and not obtainable locally. 

As a result of this request, the Foreign Office, on whose 
behalf Sir Francis Humphrys, who administers the £100,000 
Government grant for help to Polish refugees, sent an 
important consignment of such supphes by air to Kaunas. 

Mr.- Anderson, the representative of the Polish Relief 

Fund in Kaunas who works in co-operation with the British 
Legation in Lithuania, received instructions to distribute the 
medical supplies among the local medical institutions regard- 
less of creed and race. Mr. Anderson immediately set up 
a local Committee consisting of the representatives of the 
Lithuanian Red Cross, of the local Polish Relief Committee, 
and the Ose to deal with the matter of distribution. 
_ The Lithuanian Ose have warmly praised ‘the efficient way 
in which Mr. Anderson has dealt with this work; and have 
expressed their profound gratitude to the British Govern- 
ment for the great help thus given. |

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ATTEMPT TO STARVE 
BERLIN JEWRY 


Half an Hour Only for Food-buying 
{From a Correspondent} 


A new order has been made by the City Council of 
Berlin according to which Jews are compelled to do 
all their food shopping within a specified half-hour 
daily, between noon and 12.30. 

The order is tantamount to one of starvation, 
because it is physically impossible for a Community 
of over 160,000 people to buy all its food requirements 
in thirty minutes, particularly when the shopping time 
is fixed for the end of the morning when most of the 
foodstuffs have already been sold. Moreover, the 
present shortage of foodstuffs in Germany is so acute 
that people have often to wait for many hours in 
queues before they can obtain anything. 

Fortunately, many of the German shopkeepers are 
more humane than their Government, and quietly 
deliver orders to Jews at their homes, thus saving them 
from starvation. 


FATE OF A PRAGUE STATUE 
- Loew Memorial Melted Down 


It is reported from Prague that the well-known bronze 
statue of Rabbi Loew, the legendary creator of the 
“Golem,” which stands outside the City Hall, is to be 
pene down as part of Géring’s campaign to collect metal 
supplies. 

abbi Judah Loew ben Bezalel (1520-1609), head of the 
Prague Jewish Community, was credited with miraculous 
powers, and is reputed to have Wreathed life into a clay 
figure, the “ Golem,” made by himself to act as his servant. 
any novels have been written about him, and his tomb- 
stone in the old Jewish cemetery was—before the Nazi 
regime—much visited. The statue now to be demolished 
is by Ladislav Saloun. [It shows the Rabbi with his 
“ Golem.” 


The Nazi authorities have prohibited Jews from entering 
Czech theatres in Prague, according to an Amsterdam 
report. 


GOOD FOR EVIL 


Vilna Jewish Hostel Supports 
Anti-Semitic Refugees 


{From a Correspondent} 


Visitors to the Vilna hostel run by the American- 
Jewish Joint Distribution Committee to provide food 
and shelter for Polish refugee journalists—the address 
is 4, Zygmuntowska Street—will witness an unusual 
sight which is an instructive commentary on our times. 
Fifty journalists live at the hostel, and 140 come daily 
for meals. Among the refugees | met there were not 
only Socialists and Liberals but also anti-Semites, who 
were only recently demanding in their papers the total 
expulsion of Jews from Poland. And now, by a strange 
chance, they are all under the protection of a Jewish 
institution. 

It happened that two groups of Polish journalists, 
one Jewish, the other non-Jewish, sought escape from 
Nazi persecution, and after long and dangerous wander- 
ing found their way te Vilna. The Jews felt at home in 
the city, and were cordially received by the local Jewish 
Community. But not so their non-Jewish colleagues. 
The Polish public displayed no eagerness to help the 
“flower of Polish intelligentsia,’ and the position of 
these journalists became worse from day to day. They 
had no lodgings, no clothes, and no food. They were 
in a most desperate plight when, on the personal initia- 
tive of Mr. Giterman, formerly head of the “Joint” in 
Warsaw (who also escaped to Vilna) the “Joint” 
offered them help. A special fund was allocated to 
them, a hostel found, and food provided for all 
journalists who cared to come. And they came, indeed. 
So generous was the “Joint” that even a Christmas 
tree was provided to make them feel more at home 
during Christmas-time. 

When later a Polish Committee, put to shame by the 
humane act of the Jewish institution, offered to take 
over the hostel, the Polish journalists protested, and said 
that they would rather remain under the care of, the 
“ Joint.” 

Not long ago the Polish authorities in Vilna prohibited 
the erection of a monument to an old Polish poet 
named Syrokomla, who advocated brotherly relations 
between all the various local nationalities. Marshal 
Rydz Smigly and Colonel Beck considered that such 
a monument was unnecessary. But now the monument 
of friendship has been erected—in another form. It 
is the hostel for Polish refugee journalists kept up by 
Jewish money. Almost all the inmates are proud of 
this attitude of friendship, and one Polish journalist, 
an ex-anti-Semite, showed me with pride a certificate, 
in Yiddish, which he obtained from the “Joint” and 
‘which he keeps as a token of good luck. 


FASCIST ANTI-SEMITES IN CHILE 


Financed by Nazis 
JEWISH CANCER EXPERT’S APPOINTMENT 


According to local Press reports, a new campaign of anti- 
Semitic propaganda has been launched in Chile. 

_ The anti-Semitic weekly La Patria, which ceased publica- 
tion last November through lack of funds, has reappeared 
on the streets. The paper, which calls itself the “ organ of 
Chilean Fascism,” attacks the Jews, praises Hitler, and 
ridicules the Allies and the United States. 

_In South Chile, a violent anti-Semitic leaflet has been 
distributed attacking the Jews and demanding their deporta- 
tion from Chile. Liberal newspapers report that the anti- 
Jewish propaganda in South Chile is being financed by the 
German colony. At the same time. a German daily is 
publishing anti-Jewish articles in its Spanish edition. This 
paper has a large circulation, as it sells at half the price 
of other newspapers. 

Archbishop Jose M. Caro, a high Catholic dignitary in 
Chile, has made an attack on the Jews in his new book 
“The Mystery of Freemasonry.” Only a few weeks ago 
the Archbishop attacked racism and the Nazi racial doctrine. 


Professor Alexander Lipschuetz, a well-known German- 
Jewish cancer specialist who emigrated to Chile in 1926, has 
been appointed Director of the Institute for Scientific 
Research, a Government agency connected with the Chilean 
Ministry of Health, states a Jewish Telegraphic Agency 
message. He will continue his cancer research and study 
health conditions in Chile. 

At the same time, the Government announced that it will 
appoint a_ well-known Jewish specialist on children’s 
diseases to study the high rate of child mortality in Chile 
and recommend measures to counteract its causes. 


JEWISH PEACE AIMS 


American Jewish Congress’s Institute 


An Institute for the formulation of the peace aims of 
the Jews has been established in New York under the 
auspices of the American Jewish Congress, of which Dr. 
Stephen S. Wise is President. 

The Institute will co-operate with a similar institute to 
be established under the auspices of the World Jewish 
Congress, with headquarters in Geneva. 

The Institute planned by the American Jewish Congress 
will in all probability be the American section of the World 
Jewish Congress Institute. Its functions will be to study 
the minority rights clauses of the Peace Treaties of 1919, 
investigate their application, discover wherein and why they 
failed. 

“On the basis of the findings thus reached,” declares a 
statement by the Congress, “there will be formulated the 
demands which the Jews will make after the peace, looking 
to a restoration of the rights of Jews in Europe and the 
establishment of safeguards which will prevent the infringe- 
ment of these rights.” 

A special committee is being nominated to set up the 
Institute, which is expected to engage the co-operation of 
outstanding historians and legal authorities, both Jewish 
and non-Jewish.

AMERICAN JEWISH COMMITTEE 
AND THE U.J.A. 


Fullest Co-operation Pledged 
[From a Correspondent—New York] 


In a letter to the National Chairman of the United 
Jewish Appeal, Dr. Cyrus Adler, President of the 
American Jewish Committee, has pledged the fullest 
co-operation of that body with the Appeal. 

“The tragedy that has befallen the Polish nation as 
a result of the Nazi conquest,” said Dr. Adler in his 
letter, “has brought unparalleled and indescribable 
suffering to the Jews of that country. Relief must be 
provided to Polish Jews to the fullest extent humanly 
possible, if millions are not to perish for want of food. 
At the same time, all efforts in the direction of rehabilita- 
ting other stricken Communities, upbuilding Palestine, 
and assisting refugees must be continued and even 
intensified.” 


THESSALONIKI JEWS THANKED 


According to a Jewish Telegraphic Agency message. the 
Greek Premier, M. Metaxas, has asked the Governor- 
General of Macedonia, M. Georges Kyrimis, to express his 
deep gratitude to the Jewish Community of Thessaloniki 
for its initiative in Opening a subscription for national 
aviation. 


*NO ANTI-SEMITISM IN ARGENTINA” 


“There is no anti-Semitism in Argentina,” Sefior 
Cantillo, the Argentinian Minister for Foreign Affairs, 
declared in a published statement. “ There are only certain 
unsuccessful business men and professional men who are 
jealous of Jewish abilities.” 


HITLER’S YUGOSLAV FRONT 


An intensification of anti-Semitic propaganda in Yugo- 
slavia has resulted from the lecture tour which is being 
conducted in Yugoslavia by the leader of the Yugoslav 
Fascist Party, Dimitirje Liotic. M. Lijotic entitles his sub- 
ject “ The Drama of Modern Humanity.” In his lectures 
he systematically accuses the Jews of being responsible 
for the present war and generally conducts a violent anti- 
Jewish agitation. 


JEWS IN THE SUDAN 


Jewish life in the Sudan, despite the smallness of the 
Community, is, as described in an article in the TRIBUNE 
Jurve, of Cairo, thriving. 

The largest group is in Khartoum, where, six years 
ago, with the aid of M. Rodrigue, President of the 
Egypt and Sudan Lodge of the B'nai B'rith, a local 
Lodge was founded. To-day, the Khartoum Com- 
munity possesses a fine little Synagogue, a cemetery, a 
Maccabi. section, and a Talmud Torah. 

There are also several Jewish families in Port Sudan, 
and they recently helped a party of destitute refugees 
on board a cargo boat with food, clothing, and money. 
Other communities exist in various parts of the country.

THE ROOTS OF ANTI- 
SEMITISM 


AS part of the movement to consolidate the unity of 
France and Britain — that unity which is to be the 
working model of the hoped-for new world order — 
important steps are announced in the educational 
sphere. In pursuance of them the Ministers of 
Education of the two countries have been meeting in 
conference in Paris this week. ; 

‘These approaches evince a very welcome grasp of 
the essentials of international harmony. Pacts, 
treaties, leagues, and paper schemes of European 
Federation—all must fail if the minds of the nations 
are not prepared for them. In the long run it is upon 
the receptivity of those minds, and upon their sus- 
tained and practical goodwill to any schemes that 
may be agreed upon, that any advance towards 
assured international peace must rest. Without this, 
we are building upon the treacherous sands. 

But has this Anglo-French movement no special 
significance for Jews too? Have we not learned in 
the bitter school of experience the frailty of minorities 
treaties and the futility of protests when minds are in 
no condition to hear and respect them? And Is not 
the warning to educate written in letters of blood in 
Jewish history down to this very day’ 

The tragedy of Jewry is that it has remained, 
through long generations, an unknown people. Upon 
this ignorance, the evils of misunderstanding, preju- 
dice, fear, and suspicion have battened. Ignorance ts 
the happy hunting ground of aspiring politicians and 
ambitious dictators. Working upon it, and using it as 
an instrument for their own nefaridus purposes, they 
drive to power through strife and bloodshed — to the 
misery of Jews and the rest of the world. They find, 
in the rooted popular antipathy to diverse elements, 
— “the dislike of the unlike,” as ISRAEL ZANGWILL 
called it —- a potent ally, and they press it into ruth- 
less service. Yet, apart from small and belated efforts 
such as lectures, pamphlets, and Societies of Jews and 
Christians, we Jews have done nothing to check this 
perilous ignorance-— and misunderstanding, sedu- 
lously fostered, has accordingly flourished aman. 

The tragic situation that has now developed cries 
aloud for more active and resolute counter-action. 
Those who guide and direct the Communal destinies 
must bend their thoughts to exploring every means of 
breaking down the barriers of mutual ignorance that 
stand between the Jew and his neighbour. They have 
to multiply the means and the opportunities of 
making the unknown Jew known to the non-Jew. 
They have to explain the Jew, his culture, his dif- 
ferences from the non-Jews, his traditions, and his 
aspirations. They have to contribute to the spreading 
of that vital truth to the dissemination of which the 
Anglo-French talks are directed: that differences 
between peoples and peoples do not divide but richly 
supplement. They have to bring the conviction to the 


- minds of the masses that the ideal for a State. indeed 


the only possibility for true freedom, is not a rigid 
and universal conformity in thought and convention, 
but the principle expressed in the old saying, “ unity 
but not uniformity.” The man in the street must 
be made aware of the truth that diversity enriches 
while mechanical repetition of a single pattern dulls 


_ and impoverishes, and is only “ splendidly nil” and a

brake upon progress. That truth, he must be shown, 
is the law and ¢he teaching of Nature, so prodigal in 
her types. If men disregard nature’s demand for 
variation, they waste their futile efforts in an ignorant 
challenge to the very scheme of création — to their 
own grievous hurt. 

In these great tasks have we no claim on the 
assistance of the State? In the light of the use which 
is made of anti-Semitism, based as it is on ignorance 
and consequent misunderstanding in order to under- 
mine the national structure, such a claim is surely not 
extravagant or unreasonable. The schools are the 
key to the whole problem. It is there that the minds 
of the young are moulded. Those who write the 
school books fashion their thoughts and outlooks. 
The teacher is the spiritual father of the rising genera- 
tion. .The question whether freedom or tyranny is 
stronger, said Lorp Dre La WaArR, as MINISTER OF 
EDUCATION, in a broadcast in Paris last Wednesday, is 
a direct challenge to the schools, “to the quality of 
the human beings they are now turning out, to the 
spirit of unity and understanding that they can bring 
about between France and England.” The same 
holds good of the relations between Jew and non- 
Jew. HITLER realised that only too well. He turned 
the schools into cesspools of child hate. May we not 
fairly ask Mr. RAMSBOTHAM, LorD De La 
successor as Minister of Education, to help turn our 
English schools into havens of mutual  respect- 
through the imparting of accurate knowledge of Jews 
and Jewish history, along with similar knowledge of 
the other peoples of the world? The inoculation of 
the young against pernicious racial theories, and their 
education in those principles of civic relationships of 
which we have spoken, is surely a plain duty of 
civilised Governments to-day. “ It ts in the schools,” 
said Lorp De La Wark, “ that our two peoples ” (the 
French and the English), “ so different in many ways, 
can learn of one another what we have both given to 
civilisation and culture, our mutual contribution one 
to another, and our mutual dependence, the things for 
which, and against which, we are fighting.” 

The Churches, too, can play their part in the 
creation of the new harmonies. And let us add, too, 
that the Jews can make a valuable contribution by 
working to understand their non-Jewish fellows as 
they would be understood by them. Many a mis- 
chievous faux pas on the part of the Jew is traceable 
to his ignorance of Gentile mentality and reactions. 
Upon that defect much striving for better relations 
may have foundered. Let us, by conscious effort, 
correct it. It would be no mean prelude to the 
inauguration of national concord and, as such, a 
definite service to the nation’s cause. 


THE NAZIS’ * FIND” 

THe diplomatic reports certain Polish 
Ambassadors to their Government which the: Nazi 
authorities pretend to have discovered in the Polish 
Foreign Office, and which they have given to the world 
amid paeans of triumph, have been met with a healthy 
scepticism. These documents purported to give state- 
ments made by several American diplomats to their 
Polish colleagues which among other things promised 
that the United States would unquestionably join the 
Allies in a war against Germany. They have elicited 
spirited denials that such statements were ever made 
or the conversations even held; while from President 
Roosevelt himself has come the characteristic comment 
that all such propaganda should be taken not with 
one but “ with two grains of salt.” Even the greenest 
of green Ambassadors, of course, would not have rashly 
committed himself in the way the Nazis suggest. 
If anything else was necessary to expose the fraudulent 
character of the supposed diplomatic find, it would 
be provided by the alleged dispatch from the Polish 
Ambassador in Washington, in which that gentleman 
is said to have repeated almost word for word all the 
usual Nazi claptrap about Jewish power in the U.S.A., 
in the hope of encouraging the Polish Government to 
attack Germany on the assumption that American Jewry 
would do their best to bring their country into such 
a war. The whole of this farrago is so obviously not 
a diplomatic dispatch but a Nazi leaflet. : 


A LESSON TO DOUBTERS 


Tuere need be no qualms about dismissing these 
papers as, at their best, dishonest concoctions and, at 
their truest, mere clumsy forgeries. Since when has 
German propaganda shrunk from such methods? It 
has had no scruples in disseminating the vile forgeries 
known as the “Protocols of the Elders of Zion.” It 
has not hesitated to turn lying into a fine art, in accord- 
ance with the published precept of the Fihrer himself, 
Its whole course before and since the war has been 
marked by deception and hypocrisy of the most blatant 
and shameless character. And so one need not be 
surprised that the frenzied attempt to blacken the Jews 
is followed by similar efforts to blacken American 
public men, and that the Protocols of Zion are followed 
by this latest German White Book. The only cause 
for regret is that the iniquitousness of this Nazi regime 
is still insufficiently grasped in many quarters in this 
country, which find it hard to believe that perfidy 
could go to such lengths and moral depravity reach 
such depths. One can, however, understand _ this 
reluctance in people reared in British standards of 
honour; though Jews, with their ghastly experiences of 
such enemy tactics as the forged “ bordereau ” in the 
Dreyfus case—another lucky “ find “—are under no such 
handicap. But in the national interests facts should 
be faced, however unpalatable. When will the reluctant 
awake to hard realities? 


ELROPE A FAMINE AREA 

ALL the evidence goes to show that a vast social 
problem is being rapidly created in Europe beside which 
even the political difficulties which engross our thoughts 
sink into secondary importance. Various reports in 
our columns this week leave no doubt on that point. 
“ The European Continent,” says Mr. Morris Troper, 
a high official of the Joint Distribution Committee, 
“is fast moving towards becoming one of the greatest 
famine areas in modern history.” 

‘Large masses of the population, especially im 
the occupied war areas in Eastern Europe (Mr. Troper 
adds), are threatened with extinction on a scale here- 
tofore unheard of and in a way which makes the 
Black Hole of Calcutta look a blessing. . . . These 
unfortunate people are doomed and may, in addition, 
in the course of their destruction, scatter sickness and 
epidemics to all quarters of the Continent without 
possibility of control. ... . Lack of clothing and the 
restrictions against Jews purchasing them will soon 
result in men and women walking im the streets 
without stockings and without shoes, not to mention 
the countless thousands who in time—and that time 
is not far off-—will not be able to cover their bodies 
sufficiently to make tt possible for them to show them- 
selves outside their dingy sleeping quarters.” 

To this grim macabre vision another, scarcely less grim, 
is added by ex-President Hoover: 

” We are faced to-day,” he said, “ with the necessity 
of immediate food supplies to millions of people in 


Poland . Hundreds of thousands of tons of 
foodstuffs must be imported. .. .” 


ONE DEVIL'S WORK 

THese ghastly pictures are filled in by other reports. 
Typhoid is claiming its victims by hundreds every day 
in Warsaw —200 of them Jews. The death-rate among 
the Jewish children is described as appalling. Jews 
must now go without medicine. Non-Jewish hospitals 
may not receive them. Doctors may not attend them. 
The great Jewish hospital in Warsaw, with its 2,000 
beds, has been seized by the Nazis. A terrible future 
looms up: millions of gaunt human beings tottering 
through the silent ruins of Europe; disease raising 
its ugly head—and all this havoc and death the work of 
one man, one “ haunted and morbid being” mad with 
his own horrible dreams and unbridled wantonness. 
If there is one object for which rational men must 
fight to the last it is that never shall the possibility 
of such a grisly visitation arise again if human struggle 
can prevent it. Meanwhile the disaster grows, and 
succour is deperately called for. 


A TOTTERING CONTINENT 


It is an agonising call not only to men’s compassion 
but to their very instincts of self-preservation. It 
demands not only private philanthropy, but also, as 
Mr. Hoover warns us, the co-operation of Governments. 
Nothing else can prevent the whole continent west of 
the Rhine falling into the dark abyss, and carrying with 
it, perhaps, peoples far distant from the scene. The 
British Government has helped by its gift of £100,000 
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for medical supplies for the Polish refugees in 
Lithuania. Mr. Hoover has also hopes of American 


Government assistance. But we cannot wait until 
Armageddon has completed its work. If it is not too 
early to formulate peace aims neither is it a moment 
too soon to prepare reconstruction aims and plan the 
rescue of the European Continent. It will mean not 
only food and medicines and clothing and homes, but 
the finding and preparation of lands of refuge. Unless 
this be done betimes, many will perish, and Europe may 
pass beyond the reach of salvation. 


ENEMY ALIENS UNDER REVIEW 


THE appointment of twelve Regional Advisory Com- 
mittees has been announced to reconsider cases of 
Germans and Austrians in this country who have been 
exempted from internment and special restrictions, or 
who are permitted to remain uninterned but subject 
to restrictions. This is, no doubt, a step taken in the 
interests of national safety. Its main object is stated 
to be to furnish the Home Secretary with a second 
opinion regarding those aliens among these categories 
in respect of whom there may be ground for doubt. 
The inquiry will probably be welcomed, despite its irk- 
someness, by all genuine refugees, if only as a means 
of allaying what are too often sedulously fostered fears 
and suspicions.. And even such a departure from British 
practice as that which stipulates that any case of doubt 
must be resolved not in favour of the accused but in 
favour of the safety of the country will be appreciated 
in the light-of the present tragic circumstances. Each 
Committee consists of a Chairman with legal qualifi- 
cations, together with a panel of prominent local resi- 
dents. Every care will presumably be taken to ensure 
that these residents are impervious to any local 
prejudice that may exist. It must be assumed, too, that 
the Chairmen have been chosen for their complete 
impartiality and for their ability to form wise and 
independent judgments which cannot be swayed by the 
unintelligent hue and cry of the sensational press who 
would like to “intern the lot,” or at least as many as 
possible. Any other course would be quite unthinkable 
in this free land of high traditions in the administration 
of Justice. | 


NOT SO PATRIOTIC 


ONE calls the people with whom the Committees will 
have to deal “enemy aliens.” But quite obviously this 
is merely technically true. For these unhappy people 
have only too much reason to be friendly to the country 
in which they have found shelter. The cry against 
them is raised ostensibly on patriotic grounds. But 
whether it really serves a patriotic end requires recon- 
sideration. The aliens in Category B (freedom qualified 
by restrictions) number about 7,000, while those in 
C Category (complete and unrestricted freedom) total 
some 64,000. If the were 
followed, and a large proportion of our foreign guests 
were interned, additional burdens would be imposed 
on the State at a time when every penny needs to be 
conserved. Further, if is quite on the cards that 
potentially valuable labour would in this way be forced 
into expensive idleness. Worst of all, it would lead 
treason-hunters sadly off the trail, since it would give 


scaremongers’ counsel 


the impression that the work of treacherously helping 
the enemy could be undertaken only by alien residents; 
whereas. as recent instances have shown, this is far 
from correct. As a correspondent remarked last week 
in connection with the suggestion that messages were 
being given to the enemy from East Coast ports, it 
might be worth while to make investigations into the 
activities of the members of the pro-Nazi organisations 
which legally exist in this country to-day. As he 
pointedly said, there are among these organisations a 
number of British subjects who desire to see a Nazi 
victory, “as a recent court case made very clear.” 
Hounding the wrong man may be good business—for 
Hitler: but Britain must not be so utterly silly! 


The latest Order issued by the Home Office concerning 
aliens in restricted areas will have the effect of barring 
these parts for residence to aliens unless they obtain 
special permission from the police. It is a perfectly 
normal precaution—but, let us repeat, the authorities 
must not imagine that by supervising the non-British 
elements all danger of “ help for the enemy ™ is removed.

AGED JEWS’ RETURN TO 
MANCHESTER 


‘*They Longed for Cheetham Hill Road ”’ 


[From our Correspondent) 


Speaking at the annual meeting of subscribers to 
the Manchester Homes for Aged and Needy Jews on 
Sunday, Mr. L. Kostoris, President, referred to the 
decision to bring back the bed cases from Southport 
(which was announced in our issue of last week). 

At the outbreak of the war, said Mr. Kostoris, the 
Homes were full to capacity. After consultation with 
leading members of the Jewish Community and with 
the city authorities (with whom Councillor A. Moss 
acted as a most valuable liaison officer) it was decided 
to remove all bedfast cases from Manchester. Within 
a week of the commencement of the war, fifty patients 
were transferred and comfortably housed at premises 
in Argyle Road, Southport. The President paid a warm 
tribute to the Matron (Miss H. R. Bernstein) and nurs- 
ing staff, and to Mr. J. Ribatzkie and Miss D. Hudes, 
who had done magnificent work in the interests of the 
inmates at Southport. Very recently, after further con- 
sultation, it had been decided to bring back the inmates 
from Southport. It had been found that although they 
were all in good health at Southport, they continually 
longed to return to the familiar atmosphere of the 
Homes in Cheetham Hill Road. 

The adoption of the annual report was moved by Mr. 
Nathan Marks, Chairman, who paid a tribute to the House 
Committee and the Ladies’ Auxiliary Committee. Mr. R. 
‘Barrow-Sicree complimented the Executive upon_ their 
efficient and economical management of the Homes’ affairs. 
A cheque for £100, handed over by Mr. Sicree as part of 
a donation promised to the Homes by the Manchester 


Shechita Board, was acknowledged by Mr. Dan kostoris, 


Treasurer, who presented the annual accounts. 


Overdraft Large—and Likely to Increase 


The accounts showed that the overdraft of the bank was 
now nearly £10,000, and Mr. Kostoris said that this was 
likely to rise alarmingly unless considerably more support 
was forthcoming from the Jewish Community. The annual 
expenditure of the Homes was now over £9,000, but annual 
subscriptions from the Community totalled only £1,300. 
Unless the necessary support were forthcoming, the 
activities of the institution might have to be curtailed. It 
had given them great pleasure during the year to be able 
to open an annexe to the Homes for elderly German-Jewish 
refugees, but this, of course, -had involved still further 
financial expenditure. 

Mr. J. S. Rapaport (Joint Hon. Secretary) seconded the 
adoption of the accounts and paid a warm tribute to 
Councillor A. Moss who, he said, had worked as hard for 
the Homes during the year as if he had been a member of 
the Executive. 

The President announced that no nominations had been 
received but that it had been decided to co-opt Messrs. S. 
Cowan, L. Lindermann, M.. Rosenstraugh, and Maurice 
Rubin on to the Board of Management. 

Councillor A. Moss expressed the thanks of the meeting 
to the Medical Board and especially to Drs. Bernard Hirson 
and Robert Green, who had given unstintingly of their 
services. He said that the return of the inmates from South- 
port to Manchester had taken place with the considered 
approval of the Medical Board. Councillor Moss added 
that Manchester P.A.C. officers who had visited the Homes 
with him recently had expressed their greatest admiration 
at the excellent arrangements made for the inmates. There 
was now a very good A.R.P. shelter available for the 
residents at the Homes. Votes of thanks were accorded to 
the Matron, the nursing staff, the Secretary, and the Hon. 
Solicitors and Hon. Auditor. 


Two Mancunians, Basil Wigoder and Louis Goodman. 
took part in the recent Oxford v. Cambridge University 
chess match.

SUPPLYING SICK NEEDS 


At the annual meeting of subscribers to the Linas 
Hazedek and Sick Relief Society, Mr. Eli Fox, who was in 
the Chair, submitted the report for 1938-39. He said that 
850 Passover applications had been dealt with and 
15.500 Ib. of matzot and meal distributed. Arrangements 
had been made for the provision of Kashrut at the 
Crumpsall Institution, where there were about fifty patients 
in the hospital and thirty permanent inmates. e paid 
tribute to Mr. Schofield, Master of the Institution, as well 
as to Mr. A. T. Sampson, Chief Steward of the Hospital, 
for their kind consideration towards the Jewish patients 
and inmates. The kasher kitchen at Crumpsall was being 
well maintained, and a renewal of new utensils for Passover 
had been arranged. The Society supplied to patients there 
1,600 eges and 159 chickens, and cases of oranges and 
apples were also sent. Thirty convalescent cases had been 
sent to Buxton by the Society. The number of Linas 
attended to during the period of 1938-39 was 610. Among 
the officers elected were Messrs. Eli Fox, President; M. 
Fireman and D. Freedman, Vice-Presidents; J. Reuben, 
Treasurer, and P. Harris, Secretary.

GREENBERG THE PIONEER 
Lecture to Birmingham Ziona

Princes Road, 
last Sunday, Mr. Harry Levine read a paper on “ Leopold 
Jacob Greenberg (1861-1931), Zionist and Journalist,” to 
members of Ziona.

There are air-raid shelters within a few yards of the 
building.

The ‘* International Jew ’’ Bogy 


{From our Correspondent) 


That the problem of anti-Semitism was not entirely 
a Jewish problem and that the first stage in its mitiga- 
tion was the enlightenment of people was the statement 
made by Mr. A. Levy, Glasgow, when he addressed the 
local Jewish-Christian Society last week on “ Common 
Fallacies about the Jews.” 


Mr. Levy declared that those who in this country 
might undertake the organisation of a non-Jewish move- 
ment to combat anti-Semitism, would earn not only the 
gratitude of the Jewish people but the recognition of 
their fellow-countrymen, for a valuable contribution to 
the welfare of the State. 


Mythical Jewish Conspirators 


The accusations continually made in German propaganda 
against “ International Jewry,” said the speaker, seemed too 
absurd to be taken seriously, but anti-Semites continued to 
repeat these ridiculous slanders. No one had even been told 
the names of those who formed this mythical body of con- 
spirators, how they were elected, from whence they operated, 
and in what way they hoped to destroy the world. 

Closely allied to this fancy of organised Jewry was a 
belief in what was termed “ Jewish international finance,” 
and this was a fallacy which was accepted by many people 
who had no prejudices for or against Jews. The popular 
idea that Jews had a monopoly of finance had really grown 
up round the history of one Jewish family—-the Rothschilds. 

Referring to accusations about Jews and Communism, 
Mr. Levy said that Jews were to be found in all political 
camps, but there were no prominent Jewish Communists in 
Britain. The fallacies of Jewish financial supremacy and 
the Jewish control of Bolshevism were impossible to 
reconcile in any indictment of the Jewish people. 

Submitting the monthly statement at a meeting of the 
Glasgow Hebrew Boot and Clothing Guild held in the 
rooms of the Board of Guardians. Dr. E. Levine, 
Treasurer, said that the annua! subscriptions, which were 
the backbone of the Guild’s revenue, showed a decrease 
of over £80 compared with the corresponding period of 
last year. Mr. J. S. Bernstein was elected to represent the 
Guild on the Glasgow Board of Shechita. 

That a great deal of pioneering work. remained to be 
done in towns like Ayr, Greenock, Falkirk, and Aberdeen, 
where good :sums had been raised in the past, was 
emphasised by Mr. E. M. Naftalin at a meeting of the 
Glasgow Jewish National Fund which was held in the local 
Zionist Centre recently. Mr. J. Karter presided, Mr. 
Naftalin presented a report on the position of the collecting 
boxes, and said that since the start of the year they had 
maintained an average of about £10 per week from these 
collections. Since ‘anuary more that fifty new boxes had 
been distributed, 

Prof. Noah Morris addressed the members of Glasgow 
Rotary Club last week on behalf of the blood transfusion 
service in Glasgow and the West of Scotland. 

More than 800 garments were made and distributed by 
the Glasgow South Side Ladies’ Dorcas Society during the 
past year, said Mrs. L. Cohen, Vice-President, who occupied 
the chair at the annual meeting of the Society last week. 
The following officers were clected: Mesdames W. Wolfe, 
President, L. Cohen, Vice-President; J. Greenberg, Trea- 
surer, and I. Backon, Hon. Secretary. 

The Rev. T. Vainstein, Chazan of the Queen’s Park 
Hebrew Congregation, and Mrs. Vainstein were presented 
with a silver tea-set by the Congregation last week, to mark 
the occasion of their silver wedding. 

A route march of the Jewish Lads Brigade was held in 
Glasgow last Sunday to conclude the recruiting campaign 
which has been carried through during the past few weeks.

CARDIFF’S SHECHITA BOARD 


An Appeal by the Windsor Place 
Congregation 
[From our Correspondent) 


Mr. Abraham Hauser presided at the annual meeting 
of seatholders of the Windsor Place Hebrew Congrega- 
tion on Sunday at the Synagogue Assembly Hall, when 
the question of a United Shechita Board was discussed 
and a plea made to the Cathedral Road Congregation 
to relp settle the matter as soon as possible. — 

Mr. Hauser, delivering his Presidential report, said that 
the need for a United Shechita Board for Cardiff had been 
apparent to nearly every Jew in the city, With the object 
of bringing about such unity, a Rabbinical Commission 
had come down from London, composed of Dayanim 
Lazarus, Abramski, and Grunfeld, with Mr. Elsley Zeitlyn 
(Chairman of the Shechita Committee of the Deputies) as 
Chairman. After prolonged discussion it was unanimously 
resolved to form a United Shechita Board for Cardiff. A 
month ago that day, an undertaking was given by the 
Cathedral Road Congregation for a complete settlement of 
the matter in fourteen days. Mr. Hauser asked the 
Cathedral Road authorities to implement that undertaking 
as early as possible, as it was not a matter that should 
be allowed to go on indefinitely. 

The Chairman referred with pride to the great honour 
conferred on a member of the Congregation in the election 
of Dr. J. H. Quastel as a Fellow of the Royal Society. He 
moved a vote of congratulation to Dr. Y. M. Yoffey on his 
engagement. In concluding his address (which was unani- 
mously adopted), he paid a tribute to Mesdames Harry I. 
Bogod, Harry Cowan, and Henry Cohen, of the Synagogue 
Ladies’ Guild, for their work. Paying a further tribute to 
Mr. Abraham Gordon, he said they greatly regretted his 
decision to retire from the Treasurership. 

Mr. Gordon, presenting the financial statement, said it 
had been a strenuous year, with many setbacks, but they 
had managed to present a satisfactory balance-sheet. 
Membership had increased. He paid a tribute to Mr. 
Hauser and to Captain E. McLeod, their Accountant, for 
their wholehearted co-operation with him. 

Mr. P. J. Cohen moved the adoption of the balance- 
sheet. Mr. Sol. Shepherd, Chairman of the New Synagogue 
Building Committee, seconding, said he had received nearly 
£600 towards the new synagogue site in Penylan. 


BRIGHTON’S EVACUEE CHILDREN WILL 
OBSERVE PASSOVER

A representative local Committee has succeeded in making 
arrangements by which evacuated schoolchildren will be 
provided with kasher food for Passover. Meals will be 
served, free of charge, to several hundred Jewish pupils of 
Christian Street L.C.C. School who have been evacuated to 
this district. For this purpose, a large hall has been secured 
for the duration of the Festival, and Seder services will also 
be held there. There will therefore be no occasion for any 
child to eat Chometz in the houses where they are billeted. 

Over the signatures of ti.e Rev. I. Fabricant and Rabbi 
B. Wilner, an urgent letter has been addressed to the London 
parents begging them not to take their children home for 
the Festival. Parents are reminded of the Government's 
repeated request that the children should be left in the 
evacuation area. The Brighton and Hove Committee which 
is looking after Passover Kashrut was called together by 
the local Men’s and Women’s Lodges of B'nai B'rith. Its 
members meet constantly; and an indication of their con- 
cern for the children’s religious welfare is the fact that they 
voluntarily gave up their leisure time on the recent Bank 


Holiday in order to attend a conference with the teachers 
and others interested.

CANADIAN JEWRY 


Louis Rosenberg’s Statistical 


Masterpiece 


Canada’s Jews. A Social and Economic Study of the 
Jews in Canada. By Louis RosenserG. Bureau of Social 
and Economic Research, Canadian Jewish Congress. 


Reviewed by Albert M. Hyamson, O.B.E. 


This valuable book of 447 large quarto pages can most 
properly be compared to a Blue Book issued by one of 
the Governments of the Empire, even though it ts limited 
to only one subject, the statistics of the Jewish population 
of Canada. 

Mr. Rosenberg has had the Reports on the 1931 Census 
of Canada to draw on, and so. thoroughly has he performed 
his task that it may safely be said that it is impossible to 
add one word or one figure to his work. 

in this volume he has included and explained at length 
and in detail every figure and every statement published 
by the Canadian Government on the subject of the Jewish 
population of Canada nine years ago. The fact that his 
work is based on a census nine years old is the only draw- 
back, but the need for the book is obvious and cannot 
wait another four or five years. So thoroughly has Mr. 
Rosenberg done his work that it may be mentioned that 
his list of contents extends to twenty pages and that his 
narrative is illustrated by 273 tables and twenty-one dia- 
grams and maps. 

It is no exaggeration to describe the work as a master- 
piece. 

It is practically impossible to review a work of this 
character. It is possible only to describe or to select a 
few of the innumerable facts and figures that Mr. Rosen- 
berg mentions and to call attention to them. 


What Is a Jew? 


At once the author was confronted by the difficulty of 
defining a Jew. There was a time when there was no 
difficulty in stating what the term meant. But to-day, 
without accepting the Nazi definition, the word is used in 
three clearly different senses, although most Jews fulfil 
the conditions of all three definitions. A Jew may be an 
observer or an adherent of the Jewish religion. He may 
be a person of Jewish parentage. He may be a Jewish 
nationalist. There are Jews in the religious sense who 
are not of Jewish parentage. There are people of Jewish 
descent and Jewish nationalists to whom the Jewish faith 
does not appeal. The Canadian Government realises this 
and asked the question: “Are you a Jew?” in two forms. 
In reply 155,614 said they were Jews by religion, and 
156.726 of “Hebrew Racial Origin.” 

“Hebrew Racial Origin” appeared first in the census 
reports in 1871, when of the 1,333 Jews by religion in 
Canada, 125 reported themselves as Racial Jews (presum- 
ably these 125 were included in the larger number). 

The Jewish population rose continuously though slowly 
until it reached 6.501 in 1891. In the next ten years it 
almost trebled (16,401), of whom 16,131 returned them- 
selves also as. Racial Jews. The Zionist Movement had 
been organised in the meanwhile, and this may be the 
explanation. 

In 1911 the Jews by religion numbered 74,564 (75,681 
Racial Jews) and henceforth the number continued to 
increase although at a lower rate, the “ racial” Jews always 
exceeding the religious in number. 


Very Low Natural Increase 


This increase is almost entirely a consequence of immi- 
gration. The natural increase has never during the eleven 
years 197%#-1936 reached 1.500 a vear, and in the last six 
years of the period it has been nearer a thousand. In the 
last year of the series the Jewish. increase was 7.2 per 
thousand, the lowest ever recorded. This comnares with 
10.3, also the lowest in the series, for all Canadians. 

Jews comprise 1.5 per cent. of the population of the 
Dominion. but their natural increase amounts to only one 
per cent. In view of these figures it is not surprising to 
learn that whereas 21.009 Jewish married couples have 
two children each or less, only 13,642 have more than 
two children. 

The Jewish population of Canada is largely East Euro- 
pean by birth or upbringing. Ninety-five per cent. gave 
Yiddish as their mother-tongue. Ten years earlier the 
proportion was 87 per cent. This should suggest a higher 
birth-rate. It is, however, only one more indication of a 
fact that is seldom realised. The Jewish birth-rate is 
always lower than that of the surrounding population. 
There seems to be no exception to this rule. 


“Way We Ficut: Labour’s Case.” by the Rt. Hon. 
Arthur Greenwood (Routledge, 5s.), forcibly explains why 
the Parliamentary Opposition supports the British Govern- 
ment in this war to overthrow Hitlerism. In the course of 
his indictment of Nazi “moral degradation, spiritual 
deterioration and cultural debasement,” the author writes: 
“The persecution the Jews have been made to suffer has 
shocked the conscience of all peoples in whom the spark 
of enlightenment and humanity has not been quenched. It 
has created a new and urgent problem—the problem of the 
refugee—which cries out to the liberal-minded and tolerant 
nations for speedy settlement.” 


CHILDREN OF Gop, by Vardis Fisher (Methuen, 10s. 6d.), 
is a powerfully written novel about the history of the 
Mormon community in the United States. Its narrative of 
exodus and colonisation, of religious revelation, fanaticism, 
and persecution, contains much Scriptural imagery. 


MARRIAGE 


An American Manual 


The Meaning of Marriage and the Foundations of the 
Family; A Jewish Interpretation. By Rave: Sipney E. 
GOLDSTEIN. Bloch Publishing Co.. New York, cents. 


This booklet has been written by the Chairman of the 
Committee on Marriage, the Family and the Home. set 
up by the Central Committee of American Rabbis. 

It offers in a popular fashion, and with particular refer- 
ence to conditions in the United States, some helpful advice 
on certain modern aspects of the subject. But it is very 
detached and even unsympathetic towards the standpoint 
of Traditional Judaism. 

Thus, we are informed about the Chuppah: “ This 
custom, still a part of the ceremony among Orthodox and 
Conservative Jews, is now succeeded by a bower of ferns 
or flowers among Reform Jews or is omitted altogether.” 
And about the prohibition of marriages between Pesach 
and Shabuoth: “This custom, still observed by the 
Orthodox and Conservative Jews, probably has an alien 
and superstitious origin, and is disappearing in many 
parts of America.” 

It is difficult to understand why. in a handbook of this 
kind, the author should gratuitously introduce remarks 
about the association of the broken glass with jealous 
demons, and the ring being a relic of the days when the 
bride was purchased. On the other hand, there is no 
reference to such familiar terms as Agunah, Chalizah. 
Niddah, Shadchan, etc., nor any mention of the differences 
between Rabbinical and Church law regarding marriage 
and divorce.

Charges of Fascism 


The Chosen Few. By WILLIAM Gatiacner. Lawrence 
and Wishart, Ss

Mr. Gallacher in this little book gives a picture of some 
of his fellow Members, describing them with that forth- 
rightness that 1s characteristic. 

Ihe author, has, of course, the distinction of being the 
only Communist Member of the House of Commons, a 
distinction of which he ts very proud but. which does not 
make for popularity. But still, reading what = Mr. 
Gallacher has attempted to do, one cannot but feel that 
he is in most respects genuinely sincere and really inspired 
by a desire to help his fellow men. 

The most interesting chapters in his book are those 
dealing with Palestine and the chapter entitled “ Tory 
M.P.” Mr. Gallacher ts not a Zionist. He ts a strong 
believer in the reak independence of Palestine and the 
co-operation in every aspect of life of Jew and Arab But 
by Jew and Arab he means only the proletarian elements 
in the two peoples. 

In “ Tory M.P.” he minces no words in describing those 
people in the House whom he has no hesitation in label- 
ling Fascist... The law of libel prevents me from quoting 
what he has to say about certain gentiemen. I have not 
vet. however, learned that they have so tar taken any 
action against the author. 

I say that Mr. Gallacher in most respects is genuinely 
sincere. But a saving clause is necessary. [he book 
contains a good deal of praise of Soviet Russia. It was 
published at the end of January this year, but there is 
not a single reference to Finland. [his omission. ts 
significant. 


HE SPIED ON SPIES 


The Secret Services of Europe. By Ropert Boucarn. 
Stanley Paul and Co., Lid., 16s. 


Probably until the end of days will romance continue to 
be woven round the work of the Secret Services, at least 
in the public mind. But what the public refuses to consider 
in this business is the sordid side, the treacheries, the 
violent deaths, which far outweigh the picturesque in 
espionage. M. Boucard was a naval man who became an 
Intelligence Officer and worked in the ~ Mixed Bureau ” 
(English, French, and Belgian) at Folkestone during the 
1914-18 war. He has had access, therefore, in his own 
country, France, to many documents and dossiers concern- 
ing some of the more famous spy cases, including that of 
Mata Hari, the dancer. While the book makes at times 
absorbing reading and throws light on many dark places, 
there is a tendency—common to much “ spy ” literature of 
the day—to over-dramatise, to build up private conversa- 
tions, and to describe actions or gestures which could not 
possibly have had witnesses to record them. Such ‘literary 
‘ tricks,” while useful for the thriller-writer, should not be 
employed by the author with a claim to historical objec- 
tivity. There is an odd reference, by the way, in a chapter 
dealing with Russia, to “Lord Buchanan,” the British 
Ambassador to that country during .the last war. oe 


“The Prisoner Ate a Hearty Breakfast,” by Jerome 
Ellison (Jarrolds 7s. 6d.) is a latest crime book from 
America. Written with all the snap of “The Postman 
Always Knocks Twice,” it should prove an equal success. 


A GUIDE TO PARLIAMENT 
**Dod’s”’ for 1940 


Dod’s Parliamentary Companion, 1940. Dod Business 
Dictionaries, Lita. 7s. 6d. net. 


Since “ Dod’s” was first issued 108 years ago (this is 
the 117th issue) *here can have been few periods whose 
dramatic qualities equal that covered by the quiet 
announcement on the title-page, “The Ninth Parliament 
of King George V, Parliament of King Edward VIII, and 
First Parliament of King George VI, elected November 
14th, 1935.” 

As a concise but full “ pocket-book”™ on Parliament 
there can be nothing to equal Dod’s. The two Houses 
are given in full, with “ potted” biographies of peers and 
M.P.s, the complete election results are included for the 
whole country up to the end of last year, and a most useful 
section gives details of the Government Departments and 
the chief permanent officials. 

Dominion Cabinets, British Governors, and the Diplo- 
matic Service, from and to London, are also listed. 

The public has a notoriously hazy idea of Parliamentary 
procedure, but this can easily be cleared by reading 
“ Parliamentary Terms and Proceedings.” One does not 
see, however, a definition of the term “ pairing.” 

A curiosity of the “ biographies” of the Jewish peers 
and M.P.s is that only two, those of Lord Melchett and 
Mr. James de Rothschild, contain any reference to some 
Jewish institution with which they are connected. Inci- 
dentally. and probably through someone's bad hand- 
writing. Mr. S. S. Silverman has lost a_ well-known 
University degree (LL.B.) and achieved a hitherto unknown 
one (L_B.).

Spreading the Nazi Poison in S. America 


Hitler over Latin America. By N. P. MACDONALD. 
Jarrolds. 12s. 6d. 


The attempted Nazi penetration of Europe is a fact well 
known to all of us. It happened on our own doorstep, so 
to speak. The Naz: Party in England and the pro-Nazi 
organisations of late unlamented memory, and the para- 
Nazi organisations to-day—-we know them only too well. 

But the remoter parts of the world, the Far East, the 
Antipodes, America-—surely these, at least, one might be 
excused for thinking, were beyond the range of serious 
Nazi disruption? Mr. Macdonald supplies the answer for 
Latin America. In every one of the twenty republics Nazi 
Organisat.on has-——or had—-reached a high stage of develop- 
ment to such a degree as to present the menace of a State 
within a State. : 

The basis fer the attack from within was the presence of 
1,700,000 inhabitants of German origin, Assiduously culti- 
vated by trained propagandists from the Third Reich, 
cajoled, threatened, blackmailed, they gradually fell, in 
considerable part, victims of the Nazis’ limitless aims. 
Cultural and political penetration was followed by 
economic penctration: between 1932 and 1936 German 
exports to Latin America increased by 83 per cent. 

Missing no Opportunity, the Nazis inflamed every dissen- 
sion between the various States, and between the inhabitants 
of each particular State. They supported the Integralists 
in Brazil and the Jew-baiting Goldshirts in Mexico. Race- 
hatred, a powerfully disruptive element in such a seething 
melting-pot as Latin America, was one of the articles of 
German export to South America in which Nazi Germany 
was especialiy interested. 

Mr. Macdonald has compiled a convicing dossier of 
evidence against Nazism, and it is good to see this lesson 
of Nazi disruptive tactics so lucidly presented. 


DELIGHTFUL ANIMAL BOOKS 
Recent Publications by Nelson’s 


A new series, ANIMALS ALL, has been issued by Messrs. 
Nelson (3s. 6d. net.). The series is edited by Harper Cory, 
with most attractive woodcuts by Neave Parker. These 
books are a delight not only to healthy youngsters, but to 
all who have the eternal youth which love of animals 
preserves in defiance of the years. In the series so far 
published are VuLpes, which tells the story of the fox: 
Bomsus, the bumble bee; Larry BLackcap, the sea gull; 
and Motty, the New Forest pony. Another most enjoyable 
work by Harper Cory is WiLp ANIMALS AT Home (Nelson 
7s. 6d,.). This ts illustrated both by woodcuts and photo- 
graphs. For the many town children whom the war has 
caused to come into contact with the countrvside and its 
four-footed and winged folk, books like these will bring 
the rich joy of added appreciation of their surroundings—for 
in the animal kingdom, to understand all does not mean to 
forgive all, but to love all, and to live oneself more fully 
for the knowledge. Indeed one may say that books like these 
which bring their creature subjects nearer to us, teach us 
in the process to understand many aspects of that complex 
animal Homo Sapiens. 


The important part about an admirable little manual, 
HayBox Cookery, by Eleanor Sinclair Rohde (Routledge, 
2s. 6d.), is the instructions lucidly set out in the intro- 
duction on “How to make a Haybox.” Once having 
accomplished this task, it would seem that haybox cooking 
is surprisingly like gas, electric, or any other kind of con- 
servative cooking. Just one other consideration seems as 
relevant in war-time as the construction of a haybox by 
means of which fuel can be very sensibly saved. And that 
is the acquisition of the necessary ingredients of the dishes 
for which recipes are given! :

TASTY FARE 
FOR PASSOVER 


In spite of rationed sugar, there are no 
doubt many housewives who will want to 
make some of their cakes and biscuits at 
home. Here are some tested recipes trom 
which to choose. 


Sponge Cake 


Castor sugar, 4 ozs. Fine matzo meal, 3 ozs 


Four eggs Grated lemon rind. 

SEPARATE yolks and whites of the eggs 
Beat yolks with the sugar tll nearly white: 
whip whites to a stiff froth; mix together, 
and whip for a minute longer. Fold in the 
sifted matzo meal lightly, and add the grated 
lemon rind. Turn into a shallow greased 
tin, and bake in a quick oven for about 
thirty minutes. 

This mixture can be used for a sponge 
sandwich filled with sieved jam or lemon 
curd. 

Sand Cake 
Butter or margarine, Three large eggs. 

6 O7zs. Fine matzo meal, 
Castor sugar, 6 ozs. 2 ozs. 

Potato: flour, 4 ozs. Grated lemon rind. 

SEPARATE yolks and whites of the eggs; 
melt the butter; and sieve potato flour and 
meal together. Beat up egg yolks and sugar 
till very light; add oiled butter, then potato 
flour, meal, and grated rind of half a lemon. 
Beat egg whites to a stiff froth, fold into the 
mixture, and beat steadily for ten minutes. 
Turn into a greased tin, and bake in a 
guick oven for about forty minutes. 


while we work. We sweep rhythmically 
to music, keeping the shoulders well back, 
the head poised forward in a line from 
the shoulder blades, and the shoulders 
lowered.

The Dowager’s Hump 


There are some jobs that will be done 
sitting down. We must be careful to sit 
properly, with the shoulders straight and 
the back held well up. It is the humped- 
up position that produces both the 
dowager’s hump on the back and the 
“ motor-tyre ” of unwanted tissue round 
the diaphragm 

After making an effort to work in the 
right way, at the end of a busy day we 
feel comfortably tired, and not over- 
wrought and nervy. For muscles that 
needed exercising are brought into play, 
and at the same time the essential balance 
is Maintained which prevents shocks and 
jars to the nervous system. 


Almond Sponge Cake (1) 

Butter, 4 ozs Ground almonds, 4 ozs 
Castor sugar, 4 o7s Potato flour, 2 ozs 
fhree eggs. Milk, teaspoonful. 

Beat butter and. sugar to a cream. Beat 
the egg yolks very lightly with a teaspoonful 
of milk and add to the creamed butter, Stir 
in the ground almonds and potato flour, and 
beat up for a few minutes. Whisk the egg 
whites to a stiff froth, fold into the mixture, 
turn into a greased shallow tin, and bake ir 
a quick oven. 


Almond Cakes (2) 
Twe eggs. Ground almonds, 2 ozs. 
Matzo meal, 14-ozs Sugar, 2 ozs 
Grated lemon rind 
SEPARATE yolks and whites of eggs. Beat 
yolks with the sugar till very light. Stir in 
the fine matzo meal and almonds and con- 
tinue beating for five minutes: add the 
grated lemon rind; then fold in the stiffly 
whipped egg whites. Turn into small greased 
patty tins, or paper cases, and bake in a 
quick oven for about twelve minutes. 
Almond Biscuits 
Ground almonds, 4 ozs. Grated rind of half 
Castor sugar, 2 ozs. a lemon, 
Butter, 2 ozs. 


CreEAM butter and sugar together; add 
almonds and grated lemon rind: and knead 
to a pliable dough. Roll out a quarter of 
an inch thick, cut into small rounds. and 
bake in a slow oven till lightly browned. 

‘It preferred, before baking, brush over 
with white of egg and sprinkle with finely 


chopped almonds. 


For cinnamon. biscuits: omit lemon rind 
and add a teaspoonful of ground cinnamon 
to the mixture before kneading. Sprinkle 
the top of the biscuits with crushed loaf 
sugar before baking.

Regional! Advisory Committees 
ONUS OF PROOF ON REFUGEE 


Home Office Issues Regulations 


[From our Special Correspondent) 


On Tuesday morning—the day Parliament resumed 
work—the Home Secretary made public the constitu- 
tion and functions of the Regional Advisory Commit- 
tees, which are to consider the cases of certain classes 
of aliens resident in this country. This followed a cam- 
paign—considered unfair by all closely connected with 
refugee work—in certain sections of the Press, that 
“enemy aliens” were a menace to this country. 

The arrangement for this further review by Regional 
Advisory Committees of certain categories of Germans 
and Austrians does not imply, states the Home Olfice, 
that the original classification made by the Tribunals 
is regarded by the Home Secretary as unsatisfactory, or 
that the Tribunals failed to give effect to the principles 
recommended by the Home Office for their guidance. 

It was, however, inevitable that, owing to the number 
of the Tribunals and the pressure under which they had 
to perform their task, there should be some lack of unt- 
formity in the decisions of the Tribunals throughout the 
country. Moreover, since the Tribunals completed their 
task, further information may have become available 
about individual aliens placed by the Tribunals in Cate- 
gories B or C. 

The main object of the review by the Advisory Com- 
mittees is to furnish the Secretary of State with a second 
opinion on the cases of Germans and Austrians about 
whom there may be some ground for doubt. 


Twelve Regional Committees 


The functions of the Regional . dvisory Committees, 
of which one has been appointed for each of the twelve 
Civil Defence Regions, will be to consider the cases of 
all Germans and Austrians resident in this country 
placed by the local Tribunals in Category B (that is to 
say, exempted from internment but not from the Special 
Restrictions applicable to enemy aliens), and the cases 
of any Germans and Austrians placed by the Tribunals 
in Category C (that is, exempted both from internment 
and from the Special Restrictions) where, as a result of 
fresh information, or for some other special reason, the 
police have grounds for thinking that a review of such 
cases is desirable. 

(There were 112 local Tribunals, which began their 
work on October 2, 1939, and finished in December in 
the Provinces and in January in London, Some 10,000 
aliens received a B Certificate, and some 60,000 a C.)

Shifting the Onus 
The Regional Advisory Committees have © been 
informed that the guiding principle is that the onus 
rests upon every German and Austrian to show why he 
should not be interned or why, if he is not interned, 
he should be exempted from the special restrictions 


applicable to enemy aliens and that, in any case of 


doubt, the doubt should be resolved in favour of the 
safety of this country. 
Last week | mentioned that the Government was 
considering the forming of “ protected areas,’ from 
which aliens would be excluded or in which they would 
be rigidly controlied. The Home Office has now 
announced that under the Aliens Order, 1920, in some 
of the Civil Defence Regions, certain areas adjoining 
important naval ports have been declared to be Pro- 
tected Areas. Article 9 of that Order empowers the 
Secretary of State to prohibit any alien; or class of 
alien, trom entering Of remaining in an area declared 
to be a Protected Area. 
Ihese areas are: : 
The Humber Area consisting of certain districts in the 
East Riding of Yorkshire and in Lincolnshire, around the 
Humber Estuary. 

The Harwich Area consisting of parts of Suffolk and

The policy of the Government is not that every 
alien should be required to leave a Protected Area, but 
that the case of every alien resident in a Protected Area 
should be carefully examined with a view to deciding 
whether or not he can be allowed to remain in the 
area without risk of danger to the safety of the State. 

The police have been instructed to consider the cases 
of all aliens of whatever nationality resident in a Pro- 
tected Area and to refer to the Advisory Committee 
the case of any alien about whom the police are of 
opinion that the question should be considered whether 
he should be allowed to continue to reside in the area, 
It will be for the Committee, after reviewing all the 
circumstances, to advise the Home Secretary whether 
the alien should be required to leave the Protected 
Area. 

When the Advisory Committee is considering the 
cases of aliens resident in a Protected Area, the Chair- 
man will have the assistance of representatives of the 
Defence Departments. 


New Committees Welcomed 


Refugee organisations, while not entirely convinced 
that such a fuss and clamour was necessary, welcome 
these new committees. I understand that Liatson 
Officers have already been appointed, although no date 
has yet been made known as to when these committees 
will begin to function. 

It is hoped that those refugees who were in many 
cases unjustly placed in Category B because of the 
inconsistencies of Presiding Officers, which the Home 
Office has admitted, will be released from all restric- 
tions. The Government ts assured of every possible 
assistance in making it impossible for friends of the 
Nazis. posing as refugees, to carry on any activities 
contrary to the welfare of this country. 


CZECHS IN ENGLAND 
Their Uncertain Lot 
DOUBTS ABOUT NATIONAL COUNCIL 


ifrom our Special Correspondent 


There ts among the Czech refugees in this country — 
especially among the Jews who make up seventy per 
cent of the number—a great degree of bewilderment 
and uncertainty. This arises from the fact that no 
decision as to their future—whether they are to remain 
free or to be interned, for instance—has been made 
known to them: and from the peculiar position of the 
Czech National Council. 

I have found a feeling of dissatisfaction—albeit vague 
and uncrystallised—with the composition of the Council. 
It is said that some of the leading members were not 
noted for any great leve of Jews in the old days in 
Czechoslovakia: nor has the connection of others with 
the Munich Settlement aroused great feelings of 
confidence. 

This lack of conviction is reflected in the position with 
regard to military service. It is believed that volunteers 
lor the Czech Legion are tO be called up very shortly, 
and that they will be taken in small bafches for military 
training to France. But it seems that no decision has 
yet been made as to what use to put these volunteers 
to. For political reasons some officials are greatly 
interested in having Czechs fighting on the Western 
Front; but while there is no doubt that the majority 
a! the refugees would be willing to fight in the front 
line, they are restrained by the fact that if taken 
prisoner they are not likely to be treated according to 
international rule by the Nazis. The Jewish refugee 
is particularly afraid of this. 


Volunteers for France 


Nor has any statement been made about the material 
position of the Czech volunteers who are to go to France. 
rom unofficial sources it is believed that they must expect 
the same payment as French soldiers, viz., 50 centimes a 
day. It is not clear who will be responsible for their depend- 
ents. The Czech Refugee Trust Fund has, it is true, declared 
that it will “ pay the difference between the army separation 
allowance granted and the allowance which would be 
given to refugees’ wives and children under the Trust main- 
tenance scales.” But this applies only to refugees who 
have joined the British army; that is, the Pioneer Corps. 

Iwo complications have arisen here, however. First, 
the Trust Fund is in process of reducing all grants, and 
so this undertaking is felt to be unreliable. Secondly. 
although, | am told, there have been several hundred regis- 
trations for the Pioneer Corps by Czechs, only very few 
have been called up for training. The Recruiting Office 
at Bloomsbury House seems to deal very quickly with 
Germans and Austrians, but very slowly with Czechs. In 
other words, it is not easy for Czechs to join the British 
Army, and so take advantage of the offer made by the 
Trust Fund. 

Concern has also been caused by a recent appeal in 
CZECHOSLOVAKIAN ENGLAND, the organ of the Czech 
National Council, for all Czech citizens in this country to 
register with the Czech Legation. Those not filling in 
the published form are, some people think, to be regarded 
as unworthy of Consular protection. It is known, however, 
that this pressure cannot be made effective, as the Czech 


on Council has no legal control over Czech citizens 
ere. 
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THE KIMBERLEYS SCHEME 


New South Wales Support 


‘“WE WANT THE NORTH-WEST 
SETTLED ” 


The Sydney Chamber of Commerce has passed the 
following resolution: “ The Sydney Chamber of Com- 
merce considers the proposal for the settlement of Jewish 
refugees in the Kimberley District as one worthy of 
support, and feels that there is justification for the 
scheme being tested out with a limited number of care- 
fully selected migrants subject to the necessary finance 
being found by the members of the Freeland League 
and proper steps being taken to ensure that the proposed 
settlement would be assimilated in the course of time 
and become part of the Australian community.” 

The following is an abstract of a recent Australian 
broadcast: 

“For the first time there is on the. horizon, in con- 
nection with the North-West, a prospective scheme for 
colonising. on a practical basis by means of Jewish 
migration. We want the North-West settled. We are 
facing an increasing world challenge of the right to 
hold what we cannot use, or exclude from the use of 
the landless peoples of other crowded countries the 
empty lands we hold in abundance. ... This is the 
question we have to decide, and upon the wisdom of 
that choice depends the future security and happiness 
of Australia. The day will come when there will arise 
an Australian statesman who will say: * Thank God for 
Hitler! * meaning it in the spirit of the Governor- 
General of Canada who said rightly of the Jew ‘ Who- 
ever has extended to this people hospitality and a home, 
they have been amply repaid.’ 


“Our Last Hope of a Large Influx ” 


In the course of an article under the heading “ New 
Jerusalem in Australia,” SMitH’s WEEKLY says: 

“ Should the Jewish pioneers be given a chance, they 
will not fail. They have a new world of freedom to 
gain and they will give everything they have to achieve 


Australia would never regret giving the 
refugees a chance to start living once again and to win 
back for themselves faith, hope, and pride. . . .” 


Under the headline * Value to Australia,” in the SYDNEY 
MORNING HERALD there has appeared a full-column article 
viewing the Kimberley scheme and its chances of success, 
in which the writer observes: 

“ Many who regret Australia’s departure from the great 


traditions of her earlier pioneering days will have their 
imaginations stirred by the projected settlement of European 
refugees in the Kimberleys. The West Australian 
Government and the A.C.T.U. have both expressed their 
approval. ... Here is an immediate opportunity not only 
to meet the demand for an increased population, but also 
to restore the old spirit of adventure and conquest. . . .The 
overtures of the Freeland League may well be our last hope 
of securing a large influx of people.” 

In the same paper appears a letter from Mr. Ino B. 
Cramsie, prominent Australian colonisation expert, 

“ After spending fifteen years in Northern Australia I 
came to the conclusion that there were many areas which 
by organisation, proper methods, and hard work could be 
not only brought into production, but very successfully 
so. .. . Having toured the world on two occasions and 
studied colonisation schemes and methods ... I am con- 
fident that the scheme. proposed could be made successful. 

. . With first-quality land, ample rainfall, proper direction, 
and guaranteed financial assistance, I cannot see how such 
a scheme could fail.” 


Settlement Could be Successful 


In a special article upon the “ North-West” in the 
MELBOURNE HERALD, Mr. C. Mansbridge ends with a detailed 
account of the Freeland scheme, saying: 

I have seen this country myself, and I firmly believe 
that a settlement there could be made successful. . . . Here 
iS an Opportunity to throw out a helping hand to people 
who have faced the most utter despair and misery. To a 
visitor the Kimberley district is very impressive, and 
although it is sub-tropical, the winter climate is as good 
as that of Queensland. ...I have great faith in the 
possibilities of this part of Australia, and as soon as it 
is. made accessible by railways or roads the tropical pro- 
duction from it should assure rapid settlement.”

DANUBE REFUGEES REACH HAIFA 


Six Months’ Ordeal 


STARVED AND FROZEN 


The Turkish freighter Sakarya has at last landed her 
1.600 Jewish refugees from Central Europe at Haifa 
after the end of six months, it is reported by Associated 
Press. 

The refugees were picked “up at Sulina, Rumania, in 
February. They were part of 2,000 Jews from Germany, 
Austria, Bohemia, Slovakia, and Poland who gathered 
at Bratislava in October to proceed to the Black Sea 
to get a ship for Palestine. 

Mainly doctors, lawyers, artists, actors, musicians, 
and craftsmen, with their families, they had been able 
to raise the £90 to £150 charged for the passage. For 
the most part, they were permitted to take only bare 
necessities, but they had passports and entrance visas 
for Palestine. 

They started down the Danube in four river boats, 
After a long trip, with many stops, they arrived at 
Sulina, at the mouth of the Danube, late in November. 
The Sakarya did not show up until two weeks later, 
and when she arrived most of the refugees were put 
on board. The vessel remained moored to the dock, 
however, for more than two months. 

Five layers of planks were laid across the width of 
the hold with only a few feet between the layers. Here 
the refugees huddled close to each other at night, using 
bundles of baggage as pillows and covering themselves 
with rags. There was no heat aboard and few blankets. 
Temperatures were frequently far below zero and the 
water supply was often frozen. Food was scarce and 
bad, and sanitary conditions were worse. Many of 
the refugees died, and two children were born aboard 
the anchored ship. 


ANTWERP COMMITTEE REDUCES RELIEF

The Antwerp Refugee Committee has again been com- 
pelled to cut down the relief granted to the 7,000 persons 
on its list owing to the reduced contribution from the 
“Joint” and the diminished income from local sources. 
This has proved a great hardship in many cases. A refugee 
from Vienna hanged hjmself in Antwerp recently. He had 
been ill for some time. 

the refugee camp at Merxplas, where 600 persons were 
housed and which was the first camp in Belgium, is being 
evacuated owing to Government requirements and the 
refugees are being transferred to new premises at Hal.

When the Executive Council of the British Section of 
the World Jewish Congress met recently at the Anglo- 
Palestinian Club, with Mr. Cyril Q. Henriques, a Vice- 
Chairman, in the Chair, Dr. N. Barou reported on the 
political situation, with special reference to Poland, Italy, 
and Rumania, and on the negotiations conducted in France 
by the representatives of the World Jewish Congress 
Executive Committee and the Polish Government. 

It was reported that Dr. Nahum Goldmann and the Rev. 
M. L. Perizweig, representatives of the World Jewish Con- 
gress in America, had been received there with great 
enthusiasm. Mr. Perlzweig was still in the US.A., but 
Dr. Goldmann was attending the National Convention of 
the Argentine Community, which is affiliated to the World 
Jewish Congress. At the Convention of the American 
Jewish Congress at Washington in February a wide cam- 
paign was planned, and it was noted that, contrary to 
reports, the American Jewish Congress voted to maintain 
its membership in the General Jewish Council, despite tts 
recent policy decision; and the Convention urged member 
groups of the General Jewish Council to insist that the 
Council function as the directing agency in the defence of 
Jewish rights.

Art Notes 


A RARE CARICATURIST 
Edward Ardizzoni 


The English taste for caricature has, along with a 
great many other characteristics, practically disappeared. 
Even “Spy” and Max Beerbohm, those last flickers 
of satirical wit, had not the pungency, the bite, or the 
splendid artistry of the eighteenth-century caricaturists 
or cartoomsts. 

The best of these, RoWlandson, was a superb draughts- 
man and the frequent harshness and even obscenity of 
his drawings were balanced by his exquisite sensibility. 
He was as capable of drawing a charming young girl 
attending her garden as he was of depicting a drunken 
brawl. He was a true and sensitive commentator on 
his times, which happened to be a strange mixture of 
coarseness and refinement. 

To-day everything is more levelled: the high are 
neither so elevated nor the low so abased. Victorian 
muffling and decorum has left its deadening mark and 
few of us inherit either the strong stomachs or hard 
minds of our ancestors. 

Therefore it is delightful to find a vigorous commen- 
tator still among us, and even more delightful to find 
that the War Office have been perspicacious enough to 
appoint Edward Ardizzoni an official War Artist. He 
has rare gifts, and although not of the stature of a Row- 
landson, he is in the true tradition. He is a good though 
somewhat sketchy draughtsman. His figures are apt to 
degenerate a little too easily into types; but his types 
are true and well observed, and his hittle genre pictures 
are full of movement and vitality. His work has the 
magic touch of life. His figures are solid three-dimen- 
sional creatures, living, talking, and behaving with all 
the familiar but odd movements and gestures that man 
indulges in. His interiors are so definitely interiors that 
one can almost feel when the room is stuffy or smell 
the stale beer in the public bar. 

This exhibition’ at the Nicholson Gallery has some 
very delightful drawings. Particularly did I like 
“Church Street Market,” “ Members of the Food and 
Wine Society,” “ Woolworth’s,” “ Anglers at the Vale,” 
and “ Artist and Model.” 


FOR AND AGAINST JOHN LAKE 


John Lake is a painter whose first exhibition at the 
Mayor Gallery some time ago gave one the impression 
that he was a young man of great talent, whose astonish- 
ing adroitness with his medium (eouache) rather tended 
to make him search for effect rather than for truth or 
interpretation. 

His present exhibition of large gouaches at the Wilden- 
stein Gallery does not, I am: afraid, get one much further. 
His vision and style are certainly personal, but his per- 
ception is not very deep nor his realisation very acute. 
It is epitomised in the way he draws foliage, of which 
there is usually quite a lot in his landscapes. He has 
a formula for it which he always uses, quite indis- 
criminately. He has, however, a very happy gift of put- 
ting a picture together with remarkably good taste. His 
colour is pleasant and often very rich, and sometimes his 
natural effects are astonishingly powerful, as for instance 
in “Stormy Day.” 

_The “ River Arun” and “ St. Remy de Provence ™ are 
pictures in a more subdued key, and to my mind they 
gain by it. His two big sketches of a bull-fight are 
brilliant, especially the “ Mise & Mort,” which recaptures 
the authentic movement, and which only just misses 
baing a very fine picture. 


At the Cooling Galleries until April 19, there will 
be an exhibition of recent paintings by Mr. Cyril J. Ross. 
The proceeds of the exhibition will be divided equally 
between the Anglo-French Ambulance Corps and_ the 
General Porters’ Benevolent Association. The pictures in 
the exhibition are described as a symposium of paintings 
depicting .. . “the tragedy of hundreds of thousands of 
people in Central Europe mercilessly persecuted and 
deprived of every human right. Side by side with the suffer- 
ing . . . the artist supplies the solution: Eternal Faith and 


the Promised Land.” The exhibition will also include some 
flower pieces. 


THE annual concert of the Variety Artists Ladies’ Guild 
and Orphanage has, owing to unforeseen circumstances, been 
transferred from the Palace Theatre to the Phoenix Theatre:

in the course of an article in the Paris Hatint con- 
trasting the persecution of the Jews in the Middle Ages 
with that in the twentieth century, the eminent historian, 
Professor $. Dubnow recalls that it was Germany which 
began the period of the Crusaders in the eleventh cen- 
tury, and it was Germany that in the twentieth century 
became a nest of the new form of “crusade” which has 
since spread to other countries. 


In seven years, 1933 to 1940, this new movement, says 
Professor Dubnow, has resulted in the destruction of all 
Jewish centres in Central Europe. Over half a million 
Jews in Germany, a quarter of a million in Austria, a 
quarter of a million in Czechoslovakia, and, finally, two 
millions in Poland have been doomed—not to mention the 
million in Polish territory under Russian occupation con- 
demned to spiritual destruction. 

Within one generation, the historian says, in the period 
of the first forty years of the twentieth century, the pogroms, 
expulsions, and persecutions carried out are not fewer than 
in a corresponding period in the Middle Ages, though, of 
course, their magnitude is far greater because of the mani- 
fold increase of Jewish population. But in to-day’s perse- 
cution there is, in fact, more brutality and bestiality than 
in the Middle Ages, and Judophobia has assumed an 
epidemic character. 

Does it mean, the Professor concludes, that the law of 
moral progress has been entirely destroyed? No, he repltes. 
It only demonstrates the old truth that the progress of 
mankind proceeds in zigzag fashion. There is no need to 
despair of moral progress. The one great difference between 
the Middle Ages and the present is in the method of the 
social struggle created since the French Revolution. The 
* Police State,” whose resurrection is now being attempted 
in the form of Fascism and Totalitarianism, is to-day 
strongly resisted by democratic and freedom-loving peoples, 
which proves that the shocking reaction will not have its 
own way.

MUSIC AS A BRIDGE 


The Palestine Symphony Orchestra has become not 
only a source of livelihood for ninety Jewish musicians 
fleeing from Hitler's wrath but also a bridge between 
the West and East, between Jews and Arabs. 


In the bewitching strains of the Palestine Orchestra, says 
the Toc (New York), Jews and Arabs can forget their 
dissensions and unite in a common endeavour to build a 
common future. What Mr. Malcolm MacDonald in his 
full panoply as Minister of Colonies of Great Britain, 
has been unable to achieve, the paper observes, Bronislaw 
Huberman and his Palestine Symphony Orchestra are 
attaining with the magic of music. 

Much can be learned from this interesting event, the 
writer proceeds. Cultural co-operation is, after all, one 
of the most potent factors making for peace and harmony

between different elements in any country. For years this 
cultural co-operation has remained a pious wish in Pales- 
tine. Organised Jewish labour sought it, but in vain. 
Jewish industrialists groped for it, only to find it too elusive. 
The Hebrew University, under Dr. J. L. Magnes, almost 
found it, only to lose it again. It took the determination 
of German-Jewish refugees, plus the genius of Huberman, 
to prove that cultural co-operation between Jews and Arabs 
could be an enchanting reality. 

It is this cultural co-operation, the article concludes, 
which, if broadened, could serve as a basis for Arab-Jewish 
friendship. The time has come for Arab-Jewish associations 
of arts and sciences, for joint guilds of journalists and actors. 
for scholarly institutes including representatives of both 
peoples. The sooner the cultural rapprochement between 
Jews and Arabs takes place, the sooner shall we see the 
cessation of hostility and the beginning of an era of 
co-operation ushering in a brighter future for both peoples.

SCHNITZLER’S PROPHETIC SPIRIT 
Lecture by Mr. Leon Schalit 


Giving the second of his series of lectures on “ The 
Indiviaual versus Society,” this time on Schnitzler, at the 
Anglo-Palestinian Club on Sunday evening, Mr. Leon 
Schalit, who was Hon. Secretary of the P.E.N. Club in 
Vienna, said that Schnitzler had shown an amazingly pro- 
phetic spirit on the Jewish question, especially with regard 
to A@stria. It was almost incredible how many dark things 
predicted by Schnitzler more than 30 years ago in his book 
“The Road to Freedom,” had come true. 

Mr. Schalit dealt with Schnitzler the man, traced the 
course of his career, and gave a critical analysis of his 
works. Apart from “The Road to Freedom,” he confined 
himself in particular to “Professor Bernhardi” and 
“ Reigen.” Schnitzler (who by profession was a physician) 
was against the tyrannical power of the State and in favour 
of the absolute freedom of the individual. He was every 
inch a rationalist, said the speaker. 

Mr. Schalit also referred to Schnitzler’s close friendship 
with Herzl and said that his works, whatever their defects, 
would still go on living when those who burned them in 
1933 would no longer be remembered. 

The lecture, which was presided over by Mr. J. Isaacs, 
was followed by a discussion. 


CATFORD HEBREW CLASSES 
Annual Prize’ Distribution 


The annual prize-distribution to the children of the 
Catford Synagogue Hebrew and Religion Classes took 
place recently.

This they did by the tssue of a monthly Gazette 
containing lessons and questions for the children to answer, 
The Minister paid a tribute to the Education Committee 
for the assistance they had given him in his work. 

Mr. H. Hitman, President of the Synagogue, distributed 
the prizes, which had been donated by various members of 
the Congregation.

The Annual Report 
RECORD OF USEFUL WORK 


The Association of Jewish Friendly Societies has 
recently issued its annual report for 1939. Although, 
because of the war, it is rather a summary than a long 
report, it shows that the Association has been continuing 
vigorously its extremely useful work for the Friendly 
Society movement in general. 

In June and July, owing to the threat of war, special 
conferences were held with the principal officers of Orders 
and Societies to consider emergency arrangements, and 
interviews were held with the Registrar of Friendly Societies 
and with the Controller, Insurance Department, Ministry 
of Health. Proposals dealing with such matters discussed 
at the conferences as the Military Training Act, 1939, the 
collection of contributions, alternative office arrangements, 
Health Insurance, securities, independent societies’ records 
and work, funeral benefits, and so on, were summarised and 
circularised to the affiliated organisations for their guidance. 


Silver Jubilee 


At the last annual conference of the Association. a 
recommendation of the Executive Committee had been 
carried unanimously to celebrate fittingly this year the Silver 
Jubilee of the Association. Owing to the war, however, 
plans already made have had to be cancelled, but it is 
hoped that a suitable opportunity will later arise to record 
this important milestone in the Movement’s history... 

Although schemes for raising funds for the various 
appeals before the Community were left to individual 
societies, the Executive records that £5:000 was subscribed 
by Orders, Societies, and individuals to the Fund for the 
relief of victims-of Nazi oppression. 

With regard to Health Insurance, the Central Financial 
Committee met in December to consider the Fifth Valuation 
Results of Jewish Approved Societies affiliated to the 
“Group.” From the reports received. | appears that in 
nearly all Societies the membership has grown during the 
quinquennium, In a number of Societies the amount avail- 
able for additional benefits has decreased, but all Societies 
are able to provide non-cash additional benefits. 


Statistics of Membership 


The total number of constifuents of the Association for 
the year is forty-one (which includes eight orders). The 
total membership is computed at 87,415 (37,029 voluntary 
members and 50,386 State-insured). 

A section of the report deals with the Association's general 
communal work and its representation on the chief com- 
munal bodies, showing the wide scope of its interests. 
Incidentally, the new. President of the Board of Deputies, 
Professor Brodetsky, is the Grand Commander of the Order 
of Ancient Maccabeans, which is a member of the 
Association, 

An expression of the Executive Committee's thanks to 
Mr. Alfred D. Bermel, the Secretary, for his arduous work, 
particularly in these difficult times, is recorded in the report.

CAREERS ADVICE 


A larger number of inquiries than usual has lately 
been received from refugees with regard to the pros- 
pects of careers—or, rather, one should say employ- 
ment—for themselves or for their children already in 
this country. Unfortunately, many of those applying 
for advice, while perhaps giving details of their former 
trades or professions, and their educational qualifica- 
tions, overlook the fact that Home Office and Ministry 
of Labour regulations are still in force for the protec- 
tion of British labour. It would, therefore, be wiser 
for such readers, when writing to this Bureau, to state 
exactly their Aliens Law category, whether they possess 
any permit to work (and, if so, what type), and whether 
they are at present working. 

_ Of course, if information is wanted simply of educa- 
tional matters, perhaps with a view to preparing for a 


job overseas, then the full details mentioned above 
would not be quite so relevant, but might better be 
included nevertheless. 

Examination dates to keep in mind for students are: 
Law Society Preliminaries, July 3 (last date for entry 
June 3); Chartered Accountants Preliminaries, August 
(entries to be in by July).

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A BUNDLE OF STICKS 


BY AUNTIE 


EXPECT most of you are familiar with 
the old fable recounting how a father 
taught his sons the value of unity. He 

took some sticks and broke them singly 
with ease, but when he tied them together 
in a bundle neither he nor his sons could 
break them. The lesson of this simple tale 
— “In unity ts strength too -easily 
forgotten. In it lies the secret of the Jewish 
survival. 
THE BEGINNINGS 


I recalled the story when I was re-read- 
ing the other day an account of the early 
days of our Community soon after Jews 
had trickled back to this country in the 
time of Cromwell. They had to face 
prejudice, but it was a united little body, 
and so the new congregation managed to 
live on to grow into the sizable Com- 
munity of present-day Anglo-Jewry. They 
had to worship in secret at first, but they 
soon established a proper Synagogue, and 
considerable light has been thrown on this 
first Synagogue in Creechurch Lane by the 
researches of Mr. Wilfred Samuel. 


Mr. Perys 


It is interesting to recall that this Syna- 
gogue was visited on two occasions by 
Samuel Pepys, the famous diarist, who has 
left a record of his visits. On the first 
occasion he went when the Community 
was still suffering from the loss of its 
leader, Antonio Ferdinando Carvajal, the 
friend of Cromwell. He had died after an 
operation, and Pepys was rather interested 
because he had been operated on for similar 
trouble by the same surgeon and had come 
through the ordeal = successfully. His 
second visit happened to be on Simchat 
Torah, and Pepys could not understand the 
carnival spirit which prevailed. “I never 
could have imagined,” he wrote in_ his 
diary, “ there could have been any religion 
in the whole world so absurdly performed 
as this.” No doubt he lacked someone to 
explain to him the real nature of the 
proceedings. 

A 


We have the record of another Gentile 
visitor to this Synagogue in a letter describ- 
ing his visit written by John Greenhalgh 
in 1662. He gives a minute account of the 
building and the service as he saw it, and 
seems to have been much more s\mpathetic 
than Pepys. “I confess.” he says, “ that 
looking earnestly upon them in this, and 
thoughts coming into my mind of the 
wonders which God wrought for their 
fathers in Egypt, and who heard the Voice 
of God speak to them out of the midst of 
the fire on Sinai, and seed of Abraham the 
friend of God, I was strangely. uncouthly, 
unaccustomedly moved, and deeply 
affected; tears stood in my eves the while. 
to see those banished Sons of Israel stand- 
ing in their ancient garb (veiled) but in a 
strange land, solemnly and carefully look- 
ing east toward their own country. con- 
fessing their sins and the sins of their fore-

Greenhalgh mentions the Reader (he 
calls him “the priest”), who was Moses 
Athias. Greenhalgh says that he was also 
a merchant. He was a cousin of Carvajal, 
whom he may have assisted in his business. 
He probably did so in a clerical capacity, 
and we have a record that he likewise 
engaged in bookselling. He had _ been 
employed as Reader and religious teacher 
in Hamburg before coming to London tn 
1656. His rich relative Carvajal installed 
him in the house used as a Synagogue, and 
there his wife died, the bell of the neigh- 
bouring church of St. Katherine being tolled 
for her, a remarkable example of tolerance 
and neighbourliness. For Carvajal himself 
the great bell was tolled. 


STICKS 


The spirit that animated these fore- 
runners of ours. still pervades their 
descendants. The other day I was in a 
train and J overheard a Jewish lady telling 
a friend how she had moved with her 
children to a tiny village near the south 
coast. There were a few other Jewish 
families in like case and they had formed 
a Minyvan and engaged a teacher for their 
youngsters. They had preserved the com- 
munal spirit in their exile from their usual 
homes, made provision for public worship 
and for religious education, just as those 
settlers in Cromwell's days, who had come 
from Holland and Hamburg, or as secret 
Jews from Spain and Portugal, established 
a Synagogue almost as soon as they arrived 
in London. They earned the respect of 
their neighbours just as I feel sure the Jews 
in this country village are earning the 
respect of theirs. It is a heartening thought. 
But the story of the sticks runs through it 
all as a golden thread.

RIFLEMAN LIONEL WARSON 
What He Did for Hackney Boys’ Club 


Many young fellows who have recently left boys’ clubs 
can claim to be junior managers, but Lionel Warson, of 
—— Hackney, who has only just 
reached his twenty-first birthday, 
is a club leader in every sense of 
the word. 

This shy young man, who is a 
nephew of Councillor Robert 
Askew, left Stepney Jewish Lads’ 
Club to become Hon. Secretary 
of the Hackney Jewish Boys’ 
Club in October, 1937. Hackney 
Club was then a collection of 
forty or fifty boys with only a 
de couple of school classrooms as 
Premises. 

Working almost single-handed 
for the first few months, he pro- 
ceeded to put Hackney on the 
map. It was no easy task. The activities and classes had 
to be started, a proper subscription and house system had 
to be introduced, and a great deal of work had to be done 
— Hackney could claim an equal footing with other 
clubs. 

He stuck to his task in spite of the great difficulties, and 
as more managers joined him, the Club went from strength 
to strength and efforts were made to obtain a new building. 
In spite of the war, these efforts succeeded, and a few 
weeks ago the Club opened in a magnificent new building. 
This must have been a wonderful birthday present for 
him, for the opening of the “ Temple of Youth” coincided 
with his coming of age. 

Club “ Ambassador ” 


What characterised his Secretaryship at Hackney Club 
was his great work as a Club ambassador. . No Club in 
the country was on better terms with the London Federa- 
tion and National Association of Boys’ Clubs, and many 
friendly connections were developed between Hackney and 
a large number of non-Jewish clubs. 

He was the first A.J.Y. manager to introduce N.A.B.C. 
blazer badges, and he had special cricket caps made with 
the N.A.B.C. “Lion” embroidered on them so that the 
senior members of his Club could carry this symbol of 
“ Friendship and Goodwill” on to the most splendid of 
English sporting scenes-—the cricket field. 

A remarkable feature of his Secretaryship was the great 
use of the L.F.B.C. and N.A.B.C. He determined to make 
the 1939 cricket season a special one, and in January he 
made arrangements with the Development Secretary of the 
L.F.B.C. for the Hackney Clubs to use the old Essex County 
cricket ground at Leyton. 

The Hackney cricket team, with their perfect turn-out 
every week, made a very fine impression in non-Jewish 
circles, and so impressed was the Development Secretary 
that he invited the Club cricket captain, M. Goldstein, to 
play for the L.F.B.C. cricket team in a special match against 
a County team led by Mr. C. T. Ashton. This was the 
first time that a member of a Jewish club had ever played 
for the London Federation of Boys’ Clubs since it was 
founded fifty years ago, and was a great achievement for 
Hackney. 

A fine all-round sportsman, Warson joined the London 
Rifle Brigade more than a year before war broke out. 


THE RING TO REOPEN 
New Talent Welcomed

The Ring, Blackfriars, that popular rendezvous of boxing 
fans, is to reopen shortly after Passover.

Mr. Victor Berliner told me this when I saw him the 
other day. There were scenes of great activity in the arena 
as workmen were busy redecorating the hall and giving it 
a general clean-up and overhaul.

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BUILDING SOCIETY INTEREST 


All investors in building societies have watched with 
interest the recent reduction in interest rates by the Halifax 
society. There is no reduction, it should be noted, in the 
rates offered to new investors. The higher rates paid to 
old-standing investors, however, are to be brought down 
to the same level. Higher taxation, of course, is largely 
responsible. 

Sir Edward Whitley's comment on the decision, at the 
Society's annual meeting, is important. It would, he said, 
have been contrary to the Government's efforts to check 
any unnecessary rise in the cost of living if existing mort- 
gage rates had been raised, “ simply to enable the Society 
to pay a rate of interest on investments higher than ts 
justified by present conditions in the light of the security 
offered.” 

The Society, Sir Edward said, is especially glad now of 
the rather high proportion of liquid assets which it has 
always been-its policy to maintain. Out of £129,000,000 
of assets, he pointed out, more than one-sixth consists of 
items not liable to depreciation, including £6,000.000 of 
cash and over £15,000,000 of loans to Local Authorities 
repayable at fixed and mostly early dates.

Investments and Securities 


The near approach of the Budget naturally tends to 
restrict the volume of business in stock markets, but 
nevertheless the investment sections particularly show 
a distinctly firm tone. A fresh upward movement has 
been seen in gilt-edged stocks, though the new 3 per 
cent. War Loan remains at a small discount. 

Such a large issue as the new War Loan naturally 
takes some time to become fully absorbed in firm 
investment hands, but a more settled market is expected 
when the stock becomes fully paid on April 15. 

Home railways have again made a good showing and 
leading industrials such as tobaccos, and particularly 
textile issues, have found good support. A feature has 
been wider investment interest in dividend-paying gold 
shares. Some surprise was felt when the March returns 
were still based on 150s. per oz. for gold. It ts realised, 
however, that the concession of the full gold prices 
is not finally passed by the South African Parliament, 
though no doubt exists on this point. The diflerence 
may be taken into account in the quarterly returns 
when they are issued in about a month's time.

SWEARS & WELLS LIMITED 
THE FUR TRADE IN WAR-TIMI 


The thirteenth ordinary general meeting of Swears and Wells, 
Limited, was held on March 28 in London 

Mr. Cyril J. Ross (Chairman and Joint Managing Director) 
said that trading during the year had been both difficult and 
anxious. For the first six months of the financial year they 
were faced with uncertain conditions, but they managed, success- 
fully, to maintain their trade in every section of the business. 
The second half, which began with a declaration of war, the 
evacuation of many of their customers from big cities, and the 
general disturbance in the normal life of the people, left them, 
as most other firms, in @ very uncertain position. However, 
they were in their stride soon after, having adjusted themselves 
to the new conditions, and managed to bring the business safely 
through the first stage of the war. 

The profit on trading amounted to £171,160, which was about 
£15,000 less than last year, and there was a balance of net profit 
of £90,911. It was proposed to pay a dividend of 4 per cent. 
on the Ordinary shares, to allocate to the staff superannuation 
fund and to general reserve the same sums as a year ago, and 
to make an additional allocation to taxation reserve. 


BUSINESS WELL DISTRIBUTED 


The safety of the Company's business, especially in war-time, 
lay in the fact that it was. well distributed throughout the 
country. Moreover, the Company dealt in such a variety of 
merchandise that the business was better able to withstand the 
shock of essential Government control on any particular com- 
modity. The scope and variety was so great that the Company 
looked forward to as good a chance of conducting its business 
im War-time as any other business house 

At the outbreak of war, the Government considered what 
action was desirable in the regulation of fur imports, on which 
the success of the Company so largely depended, and it was 
decided to allow furs to come into this country from dollar 
countries, 1 being revealed that a surplus of dollars remained 
in England on account of the re-export of furs—a trade balance 
of advantage to our country. - 

With restrictions in the wool market for civilian requirements, 
and with furs at a reasonably. moderate price, they felt that furs 
would serve a want without being an extravagance. Brokers 
and warehousemen of the fur trade were carrying on as usual 
and holding fur sales regularly, which gave an indication of 
prices in the home and export market, thus helping to retain 
London as the centre of the world’s fur trade. So long as the 
present position could be maintained and furs were procurable, 
the Company would continue to command the retail fur trade 
in every town throughout the British Isles. 

_The fashion side, which was a very successful part of the 
Company‘s business, was now faced with some difficulty owing 
to drastic curtailment of cloth supplies for civilian trade. The 
Directors, however, were versatile enough to carky on in other 
commodities which were procurable and which were akin fo the 
business should it become necessary. 

hatever commodities were sold in their business, they could 
not, in the category to which they belonged, be termed the 
luxury side of a business, and for that reason they offended 
least against the expressed wish of His Majesty's Ministers who 
had stressed the need for economy in buying. The financial 
poaen. of the Company was strong, and he hoped the Board 
before shareholders with a satisfactory result 

The report and accounts were adopted. 
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Given conditions no worse than those prevailing since 
the war began, he believed that the compasiy should be able 
to present accounts for the current year which will be in 
every way satisfactory. 


INSURANCE CAUTION 


“Our business is distinguished by one great advantage,” 
Mr. J. Wilcock Holgate, Chairman of the Refuge Assur- 
ance Co., told shareholders at the annual meeting. Life 
assurance, he said, is a necessity, a fact which is appreciated 
the more when circumstances emphasise the risk in respect 
of which it is the Company's business to provide financial 
protection. 

The low lapse rates in both branches, he continued. show 
clearly how great an importance policyholders attach to 
the benefits their policies confer. New business continues 
to reach the Company in a measure not unsatisfactory con- 
sidering the circumstances of the times. The excellence of 
collections week by week in the industrial branch has been 
a particularly striking feature of operations. 

At the same time, the Directors wisely take the view that 
in dealing with risks which are known to exist, but the 
magnitude of which it ts impossible to assess, the policy 
to be adopted must necessarily be one of caution and 
conservation of resources.

IMPORTANCE OF CINEMAS IN WAR-TIME 
MR. MARK OSTRER’S REVIEW 


The thirtieth annual general meeting of the Provincial Cine- 
matograph Theatres, Limited, was held on March 29, at Film 
House, Wardour Street, London, W 

Mr. Mark Ostrer (Chairman and Managing Director), in the 
course of his speech, said: The net profit for the year, including 
income from investments and transfer fees, is £450,630. Adding 
the amount brought forward from last year, namely, £120,259, 
there is available for distribution £570,889. 

The reserve for income tax and national defence contribution 
stands at £134,289, and is greater than last year’s figure by 
£39.875. The increase is due to the higher standard rate of 
tax and to the inclusion of N.D.C. for two years, 1938-39 and 
1939-40. The provision made for taxation ts sufficient to cover 
fully the Company's liability as at the balance-sheet date. 

The depreciation reserve account has been subject to a small 
adjustment in consequence of disposals made during the year, 
so that with the addition of £99,250 appropriated .from the 
profit for the year under review, this reserve account now 
stands at £1,262,537, a net increase as compared with last ycar 
of £98,576. 

fhe debenture stock sinking fund has been increased to 
£84.723. This has been created out of profits and constitutes 
a reserve which will ultimately be available for transicr to 
general or any other reserve. 


SUBSTANTIAL RESERVES 


At £675,000 the general reserve remains. the same as last 
year, and | again take the opportunity ot calling your attention 
to the fact that this amount is £175,000 in excess of the ordinary 
share capital. 

Shares in subsidiary companies £1,437.305, show an increase 
of £5.472. Amounts due from subsidiary companies, £654,749, 
are increased by £26,723. which is the net effect of sundry 
increases and decreases on current accounts, Shares in and 
loans to other companies and investments stand at £286,798, 
an increase of £38,964 This increase represents turther 
premiums paid on sinking fund insurance policies, and one 
further investment. Sundry debtors and payments in advance 
at £43.878. show an increase compared with last year of £9,411. 
This is due chiefly to increased reserves far payments made in 
advance. 

During the year there were additions to the freehold and 
leasehold properties and fixtures, fittings, and furniture, totalling

the effect that freehold and leaschold properties at £4,598,701, 
show a decrease of £9,589 and fixtures, fittings, and furniture, 
etc., at £1,257,568, an increase of £2,474 | 

Turning to the profit and loss account and adding to the 
ear'’s profits of £450,630, the balance brought forward from 
he year, namely, £120,259, there ts available a sum of £570,889. 
Deducting from this figure the amounts appropriated to reserve 
for income tax and national defence contribution, depreciation 
reserve and debenture stock sinking fund, and the dividends 
totalling £202,500 on the preference and preferred ordmary 
shares, there remains a balance of £205,541, out of which your 
Directors recommend the payment of a dividend for the year of 
15 per cent. on the ordinary shares amounting to £75,000, leaving 
a balance of £130,541 to be carried forward. 

| am sure you will agree these figures are satisfactory. In 
considering the results it must be borne in mind that all theatres 
and cinemas were compulsorily closed for practically two 
weeks on the outbreak of war. This closure not only caused a 
great loss of revenue, but in addition we had, quite properly, 
to bear the burden of paying our staff. Another item which 
must be taken into account is that in ‘the previous year we 
showed “ Snow White” at the New Gallery for nearly nine 
months. In the year under review the New Gallery was closed 
from the commencement of the war until the 18th of this month. 


NEED FOR ENTERTAINMENT 


I said some years ago that the cinema had become an integral 
part of the lives of the people, and under present conditions 
the need for entertainment is much greater.

**Good Men Sleep at Home” 


New Walter Ellis Farce 


This new farce, at the Shaftesbury Theatre, by Mr. 
Walter Ellis, of “ Little Bit of Fluff” fame, exploits very 
successfully the great talents of the principal comedians, 
Hugh Wakefield and Mackenzie Ward. 

Farce-writing is one of the most arduous tasks in the 
theatre, and though the playwright is granted the minimum 
of restraint in the matter of probability, yet this is a small 
assistance in face of the necessity of maintaining that most 
elusive of tensions, laughter-pressure. Mr. Ellis here uses 
many of the well-proven means of fun. But the tricks 
of farce are almost as rudimentary and valucless-in-them- 
selves as the thematic material in a symphony. It all 
depends on the way they are used. Mr. Ellis employs them 
adroitly. The test of farce is the laughter produced. The 
greatest amount of laughter amongst the largest number 
of the audience—that is the criterion. From which it will 
be seen that the sense of humour of the audience is a most 
important factor in appraising such works, and certainly 
the audience at the Shaftesbury Theatre contributed with 
generous laughter to pronouncing the play a success. 

Hugh Wakefield, being given opportunities rather than 
material, is immensely funny, especially when, retreating 
froin dilemma, he has recourse to the method of the elder 
B-itus, and nearly lands in a strait-jacket: Mackenzie 
Wa..d is given the gymnastics of prevarication to perform 
in the course of his retreats, and performs them most 
amusingly. Olga Lindo, as the suspicious wife, very effec- 
tively provides the hazard in the obstacle race; Jane Welsh, 
as the “ nice-girl ” element, is suitably attractive: and Betty 
aa and Antony Holles add to the wild fun of 
the fair. 


‘* Peril at End House ” 
Agatha Christie Detective Play 


Hercule Poirot is such an eetablished favourite 
amongst all readers of detective fiction that a warm 
welcome is always awaiting him when he becomes 
incarnate on the stage. 

And here he is again, this time at the Richmond Theatre 
and adapted to the stage by his creator, with the help of 
Mr. Arnold Ridley and with the acting of Francis Sullivan. 
This ts at least the second time that this very distinguished 
actor has shown us Poirot in the flesh, and, funnily enough, 
despite the physical differences between the neat little, 
orderly Poirot of the books, and the massive form of the 
actor, by some mysterious process Sullivan and Poirot have 


merged into a synthesis of variants—as though a single 
mathematical term had been created from an extremely 
errant variable. 

The story this time is as clean-cut and intelligently worked 
out as usual. It is a stimulating and refreshing entertain- 
ment to watch the Poirot mind pursuing its investigations 
and arranging its logical deduction with the precision of an 
engineer constructing a cantilever bridge. No wonder the 
evening races away. No wonder, too, that one never notices 
the slightest effort in the telling of what is really a com- 
plicated story. 

Mr. Sullivan is well supported by Ian Fleming, Olga 
Edwardes, Diana Beaumont, Josephine Middleton, May 
Hallatt, Brian Oulton, Isabel Dean, and Cyril Gardiner. who 
contribute excellent material amongst which the Poirot brain 
has to work.

MUSIC 
THE DOLMETSCH ORCHESTRA 


Ancient and Modern 


A pleasant afternoon's music with Rudolph Dolmetsch 
and his orchestra at Aeolian Hall brought two modern 
works, neither of them particularly exciting, as well as 
several classics. 

Delius’s “ Aria and Dance for Orchestra” calls for more 
subtlety than the orchestra could give it, while Zoltan 
Kodaly’s “Summer Evening” was a very loosely put 
together work with no apparent purpose. A disarming 
note in the programme made it clear that the title referred 
only to the occasion of its composition, and was not intended 
as a clue to its meaning. Otherwise, one might have been 
inclined to give it a sub-title of “ Drought.” 

Joan Coxon started not too well in Bach's Spring 
Cantata, but sang better as she proceeded, though, for 
various reasons, one liked best her eighteenth-century find: 
a pleasing-simple song about death. 


A GRIEG REVIVAL 


The "New Symphony- Orchestra was under Sir Hamilton 
Harty’s charge at the last Sunday League Concert. which 
meant that good all-round performances weré given of such 
varied works as Handel's “Firework Music™ and 
Chaikovsky’s Sixth Symphony. In addition. Myra Hess 
tried her hand at resuscitating Grieg’s Pianoforte Concerto. 
and did much to convince us, but always were we just not 
quite convinced that it was worth revival.
